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The Theatre and the Film 



I SEE in the film a great mis- 
sion to regenerate the con- 
temporarv theatre. A great 
deal has teen said about the new 
art and its relation to tile the- 
atre. Some see in tliem hitter 
enemies. Others, on the other 
hand, maintain thai the film will 
create a new public for the the- 
atre from the provincial districts. 
Still others claim that the devel- 
opment of their ideas are iden- 
tical and will nut interfere with 
each other.' 

I hit all this is of a commercial 
character and has no bearing 
upon the artistic relationship. 
They look upon the film and the 
theatre as a commercial enter- 
prise. 

However, the artistic similar- 
ity between the two is of greater, 
depth and interest than is usually 
attributed to it. I repeat that 
the film as an aspect of theatri- 
cal art has within itself the power 
to revive the ancient theatre. 
In reality the film as a theatrical 
performance is Imuml with a 
large artistic value. The film in 
its power of technical specialty 
to exhort without speech has 
passed through a significant 
renaissance. This very renais- 
sance is of the greatest impor- 
tance to the modern theatre, ft 
will force the theatre to follow 
the film, if the latter docs not 
suddenly halt its march towards 
the height of artistic attainment 
and die a premature death. 1 
speak of the renaissance of the 
gesture, of the generation of the 
pantomime. Certainly : the con- 
temporary film production is not 
pantomime in the full aesthetic 
sense of the word, Tk-fore long 
it will he a veritable artistic pan- 
tomime, and it is not important 
whether it will reach the heights 
of acstheticism or not. The im- 
portance lies in the fact that in 
all pans of the world it will open 
the eyes of the theatrical profes- 
sion and of the public in general 
to the great importance of the 
beauty of the gesture which 
seems to be lost to the modern 
theatre and never to return. 

Gesture is the most expressive 
means which the dramatic actor

can be master of and which the 
human organism possesses. A 
word! 1 will allow myself a 
little flight into the realms of 
ancient history whereas a little 
flight into the realms of antiquity 
ennobles our souls and kindles 
it with happiness. 

A certain Roman writer tells 
that "a certain foreign potentate 
svas once present during the 
games as a guest of Nero. Dur- 
ing these games a great Roman 
actor performed all the twelve 
feats of Hercules with such 
grace and poise that the for- 
eigner understood all Without 
any explanation. This actor sur- 
prised him to such an extent that 
)ie asked Xero to make him a 
present of the actor. Xero. sur- 
prised, asked for an explanation 
<]f such a request. The stranger 
explained that near his kingdom 
dwelt a tribe of wild people 
whose language no one under- 
stood. They made their desires 
known by signs, but in vain. 
This great actor could solve their 
desires and transmit requests by 
means of pantomime. They 
could understand him by means 
of pantonine. They could un- 
derstand him : the expression of 
the gesture ami the word were 
incommensurable. The gesture 
is priced such as immediacy is 
the expression of the survival. 

A word can only tell a fact in 
the positive or in the negative, 
hut without passion and with in- 
difference. Certain it is that ihc 
word plays a great part in a 
theatrical performance. The 
word, however, must be con- 
stantly explained and another 
board of words is needed for an 
explanation. Without gesture 
the word cannot be carried out. 
A word without gesture is a dis- 
tinct echo of a hardly audible 
thunder, the reflection of a faint 
dawn oh a fragment of glass. 
Vest and as to the effectiveness 
of the gesture it finds expression 
when a certain intonation is in- 
serted in it. Gesture and intona- 
tion are without fail a stipulation 
that the word may become a 
material art oF the theatre — a 
means of an actor's creation. 



The words "A, is that you?" 
are uttered by you when sonic 
one enters the room. What do 
they express? Absolutely noth- 
ing, but a number of sounds. 
When these same words are ex- 
pressed with gestures — I do not 
mean only the gestures of the 
hand, the facial expression is 
also a gesture — there livens the 
intonation no matter how drawn 
out the thought may be; it may 
he the expression of love, hatred, 
irony, contentment, happiness, 
sorrow, etc. But remember that 
all these feelings and transitions 
may be put into words of logical 
thought. 

Which thought then is.-impor- 
tant for art for the theatre? 

It appears that gesture and 
intonation arc the means and 
the only material with which the 
dramatist must manage. And if 
only intonation remains that will 
tend only to break up the move- 
ment of the drama. If before 
all there is at all a movement. 
I do not speak of the fact at all 
that without gesture intonation 
loses all its expression. But if 
words with their intonations will 
be dropped from the drama the 
drama as such will not suffer at 
all by the change. It will only 
benefit by such a move. 

In truth one sometimes begins 
to doubt about the necessity of 
words 'on the stage, at any rate 
in the drama or in the tragedy. 
Xot bound by words the actor 
would reach tremendous heights 
and could pour out all bis feel- 
ings ant! emotions portraying un- 
fortunate heroes. Let us have 
in place of long, drawn-out 
monologues "The Dance." The 
dance in which an Isadora Dun- 
can can portray her emotions. 
Let us have in place of aimless 
treading on the stage, instead of 
a cheap make-up. banal proper- 
ties, le*t us have gesture. 

It is very queer for me to lis- 
ten to the music of the human 
voice to the plastic movements 
of the human form. 

.A thought spoken is a false- 
hood. 

Gesture is the art of arts. 
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It is an expression of the 
inner self. 

It is the Highest form of ex- 
pression that all humanity can 
give vent to. Xot only is the 
expression of a self hut the form 
of expression to the universe. 

Man is the centre — each one 
lias his own cosmos, each his 
movements. 

The hand is the beginning of 
an landless radius. The end is 
not visible and perhaps docs noJ 
exist at all in the universe. This 
gesture is Inst in the modern 
theatre. Strangled by literature 



gesture is completely forgotten 
by our actors. "A comedian." 
From the modern actor lias 
evolved an intelligent reciter. 
The film which has but one alter- 
native and that is gesture with 
no other means of assistance will 
without fail ultimately arrive to 
the stage of artistic pantomime. 
It is impossible for it Hot to 
reach snch a stage; otherwise it 
will perish. 

When the film will open before 
ns new fields of theatrical possi- 
bilities — those fields which the 



theatre itself closed with dusty 
scenes — it will give birth to new 
actors, . But a cpicstion, why 
does not the theatre regenerate 
on its own account? This may 
be answered by the words of 
Eleanor Duse. 

To save the theatre yon must 
destroy it, All the modern act- 
ors and actresses must perish. ' 
They make art impossible. 

Xew people must come. 

They will come through the 
film as they came of yore from 
the tents of the deserts.

In response 
to the questions of his hosts, the 
traveler informed them that he 
was connected with a traveling 
company of "L'ncle Tom's 
Cabin" players, that he had been 
compelled to go to the county 
seat on business and was now 
nn his way to join his company 
by cutting across country. 

When the tow-headed child 
realized that a guest . of the 
family was connected with a 
theatrical company, "Mister," 
she cried, "I can act !" And then 
the astonished traveler saw the 
child assume an oratorical pos- 
ture and heard her repcat-a scene 
from '"Hamlet" word for word. 
It was very crude, but the aston- 
ished traveler was so impressed 
that he turned to the child's 
parents and at once offered to 
give the budding genius a chance 
with his company at the fabulous 
salary of five a week and board. 

The perseverance of the child 



prevailed with the parents, and 
Pearl White had embarked upon 
a theatrical career. 

For a year she played "Little 
Eva" with the traveling com- 
pany. She then left the stage 
and returned' to her people, while 
here she put in six years at 
school. It seemed after this that 
her desire for the footlights had 
died a natural death, but one day 
a circus came to town, and the 
White family' took it in. The 
smell of the sawdust came sweet 
to the nostrils of the girl and the 
glittering spangles aroused the 
old (ever in her heart. She 
slipped away from her parents 
and came back with the astound- 
ing fact that she had received 
a job with the "show." 

Here Pearl While put in sev- 
eral years as a liareback rider. 
then came an opiiortunity to go 
hack on the stage playing as she 
expressed it. "with some of the 
best and some of the worst com- 
panies in existence." 

Several years ago she received 
a tempting offer from the Pathe 
Freres American Stock Company 
to appear in pictures. That de- 
termined her _ profession and 
with Pathe she has been ever 
since, with the exception of short 
intervals. 

Miss White was selected for 
the role of "Pauline" in the 
"Perils of Pauline." !t was here 
that she gained the reputation of 
being the "nerviest" woman that 
ever worked in pictures. 

When the big, new serial the 
"'Exploits of Elaine" was first 
talked of. it was early decided 
that she was entitled to the part 
of "Elaine." 

So to this much talked of 
serial she brings the reputation 
and immense popularity which 
she gained through her work in 
"Pauline." 
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THERE lins appeared recently in the 
daily press an account which is just 
the beginning of a very serious mat- 
ter, so far as the Moving Picture Industry 
is concerned; namely, "tliat the State Cen- 
sor lias locked the president of a Moving 
Picture Company in a cell." The general 
public does not realize just to what extent 
the outcome of this "Legal Battle" will 
eventually effect them. 

It is high time that the public should 
be given a voice in this matter instead of 
11 few politicians who go after the "Movie 
Industry" as though the impression with 
them was "They are making too much 
money, let's go after them." 

Any intelligent person can see that for 
a few men to decide what is n't for mil- 
lions of people to sec is ridiculous, to say 
the least, for "What is one man's meat, 
is the other's poison." 

You will find that where had is taken 
from a picture it is not that the badness 
is in the pieture, but that it rests entirely 
with the individual who views the same. 

This, being admitted, the fact must re- 
main that the badness coming from the 
individual, it must have been there before. 



Fqr instance, I can take the best pieture 
or story, as the case may be, and by giving 
it to such a minded person, the result will 
he that it becomes unfit for the whole 
public. Is this right? 

We will take for instance, two persons 
of opposite temperaments, one looks for 
the best in life, while the other is con- 
tinually looking for the worst. The latter 
always succeeds in finding it. even though 
he is reading the best of books. "The Holy 
Hible." 

Then take these two persons, show them 
the same picture, what is the result? One 
will see nothing but moral and social up- 
lift, while the other sees just the opposite. 

Is it therefore right that the person 
always looking for the best should be de- 
nied what to his mind is the best, because 
there are a few — possibly two out of every 
ten — who always look for the filth in 
everything. 

Does the majority or the minority rule? 
Then why is it that the censors are work- 
ing for the minority? 

Possibly because that is the only loop- 
hole of excuse for them to get after the 
film industry.

The Mutual Film Corporation 
some time ago asked Mr. Breitinger 
for an itemized account of the ex- 
penses of the censorship office, which 
is located at Thirteenth ami Vine 
Streets Philadelphia,, but uji tt» this 
dale' no reply is forthcoming. 

Judge Xnrris S, Barrctl granted a 
petition For the allowance of an ap- 
peal in die ease of ilie Jioo line im- 
posed hy Magistrate 1 Jogg upon 
Charles Segall, who is alleged-- 'to 
have shown at one of his theatres an 
unlicensed picture. 

Mr. Segall claims never lo have 
shown the film in question ; his oper- 
ator proves his statement by shov- 
ing the record on his book, yet the 
witnesses for the censor swear that 
thee saw the film' on the (lav speci- 
fied. 

It is claimed that Segall was 
warned that if he took his medicine 
Witfioul protest, n fine of $50 would 
he the only imposition. 

The exhibitors declare it to be a 
piece of spite work, ami an ajipeal 
was at once made. The case will 
come tip again in a few weeks. It 
was said that Mr. Segall has in- 
structed his sittorncy to bring suit f'T 
§25,000 against Breitinger for false 
arrest and imprisonment.

League, 
the following was adopted : 

"Resolved. That the Exhibitors' 
League of Philadelphia send lo Gov- 
ernor Martin (£ Brumbaugh a 
Formal protest against thy Tin war- 
ranted and spectacular method of 
Chief Censor Breitinger against 
Charles Segall on the evening of 
March nth, while he was perform- 
ing his duties as chairman of the 
Legislative Committee of the manu- 
facturers' exchange and exhibitors 
at the league's headquarters, ij}$) 
Vine Street, and forcing an adjourn- 
ment of the meeting. 

"That Mr. Breitinger prepared the 
biU For censoring motion pictures ami 
voted for it while a member of the 
Legislature. 

"That Mr. Brei I inge r, whil c a 
member of the Legislature, was coun- 
sel for the Exhibitors' League, and 
as such received pay for influencing 
legislation. 

"That Mr, Breitinger illegally 



forced exchange men to maintain a 
censor's office at their expense, when 
the law is clear and distinct lhat the 
State shall pay for all censoring out 
of the fees of $2.50 collected for the 
viewing of each film."* 

There has begun a widespread 
campaign of publicity against the cen- 
sorship. There has been prepared to 
distribute to the various motion 
picture houses two thousand slides, 
which will be shown between reels. 
One reads; "The Russian way is 
censorship. The American way is 
to trust the people. What is vonr 
way?" 

There is on all sides much sym- 
pathy expressed for the long suffering 
exhibitors. Local newspapers especi- 
ally have given this myitcr great 
prominence in their columns, and the 
whole affair is getting the censorship 
mailer before the general public in 
a much better way of understanding 
than the previous vague view taken 
by so- many, 

Mr. Segall at the time of his ar- 
rest was presiding at the meeting of 
the Legislative Committee of the 
league nod was in conference with 
J. M. ButntF. uf Philadelphia; W. 
Stephen Bush, of New Yofkj Geo. 
1 [erringjjOn., P. Magarow. Charles 
ShaverTTiH of Pittsburgh; 1L B. Zen. 
nf Reading; S. F. Wheeler ami 0. 
W, Benncihum, of Philadelphia. 

An entrance was demanded by the 
officers and thus ended the meeting. 
All the men present expressed great 
indignation at such high-banded 
measures, and they all accompanied 
their president to jail, where be was 
locked in a cell like any other crim- 
inal for an hour before a bearing was 
obtained, after which lie was re- 
leased on hail. 

Serious assertions were made to 
the effect that Hogg had nujusily 
fined Segall and had denied him due 
pcocess of the law. The evidence 
was declared illegal. 

In SegalTs affidavit he swears that 
the picture he was charged with 
showing was not exhibited at his 
theatre. - He further said : ''The 
question whether or not exact copies 
oF censored pictures must be cen- 
sored before they could be exhibited 
was raised before the magistrate, who 
decided that not only must the orig- 
inal copy of a picture he censored, 
but also every duplicate thereof." 
According to the meaning of the act 
of Assembly, the defender con- 
tended thai tiny subject matter of the 



photo-play or picture must be passed 
upon and not the physical reel or 
every duplicate copy. The act of As- 
sembly, it is contended, was passed 
solely fur the purpose of preserving 
the morality of the community and 
not for collecting revenue. 

The petitioner further stated "That 
Ihe enforcement of the said fine will 
result in depriving your petitioner of 
his property without due process of 
the law, *and that the act as inter- 
preted by the magistrate* imposing 
■he said fine is unconstitutional in 
that it makes the violation of certain 
regulations of the Board of Censors 
a crime, when siftrh regulations arc 
not specified in the statute and are 
iiot necessary for carrying out the 
purpose of the statute." 

H. Schwalhc. of the Electric The- 
atre Supply Company, issues a stale- 
mcut, which says that the censor by 
an arbitrary ruling has placed his 
firm in the position of losing $6,000, 
especially after the investment was 
made following his approval of the 
film. He says : "Some time ago 
we were considering the purchase 
of a cerlain picture. The market 
value to us of the said picture 
was about $6,oco, providing of 
course, thai same . was passed by 
the censorship board. We submitted 
ibe piclurc. and were advised that 
under no circuiuslauces could we 
show the film under the present title. 
Xn objection was raised to the 
picture, it beinc considered all right, 
lint not under Ibis title. Unfortunate I 
for us, we had not purchased the 
film. We [hen reported the facts to 
the manufacturers, who, in turn + cor- 
responded with (he censorship board, 
inducing them ti> adopt a more leni- 
ent altitude. We were notified lhat 
the picture would be passed if certain 
eliminations were made and provid- 
ing the author's name was not used, 
but the original name of the picture 
could be used. 

"On the "strength of this report in 
writing from the censorship, we in- 
vested about $fj,ooo, having made the 
changes requested in Ihe pictures. 
We also spent considerable time and 
money changing the advertising mat- 
ter so as lo meet with the viewsof 
the censorship board. Everything 
went along smoothly until the day 
we began to work the picture. The 
newspaper reporters all knew who 
the author of the picture was. aud. 
inserting the advertisement of the 
theatre, using the picture -with the 
name oF the author. Everything 
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would have been all right if the an- 
lorshtp hoard could have siopocd the 
newspaper, a- they try. to stop the 
pieture men. Inn. of course, the news- 
paper-, claim 1I1. right to prim what 
they please, and Mr. Urcitinger 
could not stop (hem. So the only 
weapon that the law gives him is to 
read I the picture. We were notified 
"it the third or (mirth of this mouth 
that the permit for this picture was 



hereby revoked and recalled. Any 
law that place* sneh power in the 
hands of an individual or board is 
inequitable and confiscatory. If our 
property can be taken away from us 
at tlie whim of one man, and he the 
man on the strength of whose word 
and letter we originally made the 
investment w-Iutc do we come in? 

"We believe that tlie public can be 
trusted to be their own censors. We 



can it< 1 more put on an indecent pic- 
ture than a theatrical man can put on 
an indecent play. If we did, the pub- 
tic at large would soon condemn our 
business. Disregarding this, there is 
an act that was passed before the 
censorship hill was submitted which 
provides penalties and gives the 
police the power for suppression of 
any moving picture that was objec- 
tionable m any way."

The "Movies" in War-Trodden Europe 



J. Frank ISrockliss, European repre- 
sentative of the Luliin Company, and 
a widely" known authority on film 
conditions abroad, has arrived in this 
c ou n try for a brief visit and is mak- 
ing Jiis headquarters at the main 
office of tht.Lubm* Company in Phila- 
delphia. Asked concerning film 
conditions abroad Mr. Ilrockliss said: 

".The war. naturally, hit everything 
on the other side bard. Take the 
allied countries — France. Hclgiimi and 
Russia — for instance. hi France, 
cinematograph business i* practically 
nil becan&e of the war. When I was 
in Paris recently the general air of 
sadness prevented DOG from even 
thinking of cinematographs or any 
other amusement. In lielgium, which 
has ■always been a good field, business 
is dead. Russia has always been a 

difficult country to handle because of 
its great distance from London' and 
thy Russian method of doing business 
with long extended bills which arc 
hard to collect. We did a good busi- 
ness there with i.ublu films before 
the war, but when war was; declared 
business was: cut down. At present. 
however, it is beginning to pick up 
again. 

"I can tell yon litlle nbont dermany 
nr Austria, for all our business (here 
WtS cut off short and 1 lost quite a 
Tr.t of money by it. 1 am doing busi- 
ness in Spain. In Scandinavia, busi- 
ness is possible, bill (ransportation of 
film is difficult. Switzerland is in 
altoul the same class with Spain. 
ttusiuess with llaly U dead— the loss 
of parcels in transportation renders 
the shipment of film ifflfiOAsiolg, 
China is beginning 10 use the Lubiu 
pictures: and in Japan and India 
business is ahoiu the same. The 
Lubin Colonial business is quite as 
satisfactory as it was last year. 

"Conditions in England are quite 
different from ihnsc 011 the continent. 
Our motto at home is 'Business as 
Usual,' and owing tn the fact thaf

keep my usual weekly turnover — 
eos( what it will.

As it is generally admitted 
that the caption or sub-title is the 
greatest crudity and mast jarring 
defect in the photoplay, the 
"Road O' Strife" idea will be of 
great interest to the industry. 

"For several years," says Mr. 
Hall, "I have been trying to get 
away from trite and banal cap-: 
tions. Finally it occurred to me 
that the key to the problem was 
the dialogue caption anil the ju- 
dicious use of screen letters and 
clippings, though this would 
necessitate the elimination of the 
drop-curtain caption, and entail 
a complete change in the estab- 
lished methods of photoplay con- 
struction, 1 have endeavored in 
Road O" Strife' to demonstrate 
the possibilities of my theory. 
In the fifteen reels composing 
the serial, there is hut one title 
* — 'A Week Later' — which is not 
a speech by a character, and the 
single exception was for a par- 
ticular purpose. 

"To get the effect desired it 
was necessary to devise a method 
whereby the words could be con- 
veyed to the mind of the specta- 
tor without his consciously read- 



ing them — in other words, in 
such manner that he would 
subconsciously assimilate the 
thought or fact to be conveyed. 
If we are looking at a person, 
and that person begins to speak, 
HW do net cease to see the speak- 
er — the eyes do not suddenly go 
out of business while the ears 
perform their offices, but just 
that, in effect, has been the de- 
mand made upon the picture 
spectator — to kindly go blind to 
the action while bis eyes perform 
the functions of his ears and 
transmit a thought to the brain. - 
"To maintain a proper illusion. 
the spectator must he tricked 
into unconsciously using his eyes 
for his ears, and to accomplish 
this he must still be permitted 
to think that he is devoting his 
attention exclusively to the ac- 
tion. It is accomplished with 
utmost simplicity and yet so 
effectually a$ to produce almost 
the effect ofNmdible speech by 
continuing the action while the 
necessary caption is being shown. 
The caption will be read without 
consciousness — the method of 
conveying the message to the 
brain not being noted. This is 
what we have done in 'Road o* 
Strife,' and we believe that we 
have proven ottr theories correct. 
N'o one form has been followed 
— every caption^ has been care- 
fully considered and brought on 
and taken out in accordance with 
its individual characteristics — 
some dissolve in and dissolve 
out, others appear abruptly and 
slowly fade, while still others 
merely flash on and instantly dis- 
appear, as a _sherp, explosive 
'Xo!' seems to do. Wc have 
undertaken to visually approx- 
imate sound effects."

The scales are at present in the 
balance antl the slightest tip may cause 
victory or destruction to the already suf- 
fering film industry. 

The censors now realize that it will be 
a fight to the finish, and "BEWARE," 
for they may pick the smallest flaw, or 
excuse n flaw, to cap the climax. Sir. . 
Exhibitor, it is therefore up to you to go 
after your films as though you yourself 
were the censor so that' when the final 
reckoning comes you will be found not 
wanting. In this way only can the Mov- 
ing Picture Industry be saved from mi- 
ca lied- for dest ruction. 

Heretofore the public has taken little 
or no interest in the affairs arising be- 
tween the Moving Picture Industry on the 
one side and the censors on the other. 
Thanks to our daily press, who hare given 
this matter great prominence in their 
pages, it is now slowly awakening those 
wlio have been asleep. The realization of 
the fact that the public are becoming in- 
terested tends to lighten the awful burden 
imposed on the "Poor Harmless Movie 
Industry," in that it is the interest of the 
public we want, and we want the matter 
decided by the public. For the Movie 
Industry is dependent upon the public for 
support in every way. Then why is the 



public not to decide the question of cen- 
sorship? 

In this great free country of ours it's 
the public that elect the president, make 
their laws, etc. Are the public given a 
voice in the making of laws pertaining 
to censorship? No! yet it is this very pub- 
lic that is benefited by the Movie Industry. 

Mr. Exhibitor, you should by all means 
work harder to get the public interested;

Take the Moving Picture Industry 
away and what will be the result? While 
we would not realize it now, we would if 
denied this pleasure. No, I won't say 
pleasure, I'll go a step further and say 
necessity, for such it has become. " 

Tfie Moving Picture is one of our 
greatest educators. Think of seeing a 
scene portrayed which was taken perhaps 
a thousand miles from where shown. Do 
you realize how small the world has be- 
come since the Moving Picture Industry 
was started? 

When these matters ire made clear to 
the public, when they are made to see 
what the outcome would be if denied 
moving pictures, then they will take a 
hand.

if a subject is two thousand feet long 
it must be very strong Indeed, espe- 
cially from a sensational point of 
view. If it isn't, it will only bring a 
poor sale. To get home a good sale 
it is necessary that a film should have 
a strong story* and at least two or 
three sensational "punches." 

"films of three thousand feet to 
four thousand feet long I deal with 
on the exclusive market which is be- 
coming of greater importance than 
the open market in Great Britain, 
but there is no demand for the five, 
six and seven thousand footer at all 
in our country unless it is something 
colossal, 

"Taken as a whole the cinemato- 
graph trade in England is still in 
such shape that we have nothing much 
to complain of. London being in 
darkness on account of the antici- 
pated visit of the Zeppelins,, the 
London picture houses aw doing a 
rather poor business because there is 
no greater dampener thai] dull lamps 
to indicate a show, land everyone 
knows what a great advertising asset 
light is. Everything is done to pre- 
vent light shining upward. Anyone 
passing his first evening in London 
is quite bewildered by such a state 
of affairs. It is wonderful how easily 
we get used to darkness and we are 
doing all we can to live up to the 
motto of 'Business as Usual.' On 
the other hand, in England, we have 
a great many thousands of refugees 
front all parts of the continent, both 
rich and poor, and cinematographs, 
being a cheap form of amiisemeoi, 
are benefited by this increased ob- 
servation and the provincial shows 
throughout threat Hritain goner&Py 
are all doing a very satisfactory busi- 
ness in snite of the many distur- 
bances which have accompanied the 
waY.

Real Western Life and Cowboys Now Appear in 
M Movies"

There is a signal improvement in 
the Western pictures now being re* 
lea>ed. 

Where yesterday Scars-Roebuck 
cinvlioys, dressed irom a mail order 
pattern, swaggered and blustered 
after the fashion of Morgan's buc- 
caneers, and on the film were made 
to participate in happenings quite as 
improbable as the legendary adven- 
tures til the Spanish .Main, we now 
.see animated bits from real Western 
life. The change is ref resiling — [lie 
new order of films far more inter- 
esting and edifying than the ridicu- 
l.ni-, portrayal of crime- suggest in;; 
scenes enacted by Dead- Eye-Dick's 
whose very appearance prostituted (he 
possibilities of the subject. 

Watchfulness and thoughtful nlicn- 
iion to clctail are responsible for this 
daily more noticeable change in Mini 
production, which is putting on the 
screen real cowboys instead of the / 
fanciful creations which far too long 
have masqueraded before the moving 
picture camera in stories as grotesque 
ami distorted as the characters them- 
selves. 

In the country of magnificent dis- 
tance, where the long-horn steer and 
mtbrandecL mustang usurped the heri- 
tage of the buffalo, where the two- 
gun bad man of fiction realty did 
exist, we now find the horizon broken 
hy the outlines of flourishing towns 
and cities, blooded cattle and pedi- 
greed horses 1 pasture enclosed* and 
overallcd landowners practicing inten- 
sified farming. No longer do tht 
cowboy and Indian play hide -a ml* seek 
without fence interruption. 

The old West with its picturesque 
glamour and un trammeled freedom 
is a fascinating subject, and is unto 
itself sufficiently interesting without 
the dressing of exaggerated and too 
highly colored dramatic effects. 

Civilizing 1 influences have decidedly 
modified, and practically erased, yes- 
terday's wild and wooley vista, but 
fortunately, civilization, and modern 
invention have given us the moving 
picture camera as the means with 
which to perpetuate the action of 
romantic people, and conditions, 
which otherwise would perish utterly, 
or live again only in the elastic and 
hyperbolic imagination of the royalty- 
grubbing novelist. 

It is good to see, a crowd of whole- 
some American cowboys sweep over 
the rise and pull up just in time to 
save the maiden in distress. It makes 
the blood run faster to see a troop 
of clean-cut cavalrymen, with guidons 
flying, dash into the fray as they did 
before the Carlisle Indians made their 
reputation as football players. It ac- 
celerates the pulse to see hig out-of- 
door characters do stirring things' in 
a heroic out-of-doors way, and it is 
good to know that the film manufac- 
turers have at last prepared to give 
us tins class of Western realism

BEUNG a member of a family 
distiugmshed in theatricals can 
bring a certain prestige to ihe 
player on the stage, lint the screen 
artists cannot depend up«>u that aid. 
Too often his name is unknown; 10 
the picture public lie stands on his 
n.eriis alone. So it is that com- 
paratively few people know the l.tibin 
actor-director. John 11. Ince conies 
from a family celebrated in the an- 
nals of the American stage, and is 
a brother to Thomas 11 and Ralph 
. Inee, noted directors with the Xew 
York Motion Picture and Vitagraph 
Companies respectively. The Lubin 
player was the last lo enter the field 
of photo-play, making his first appear- 
ance before the camera in the great 
Philadelphia Studio one and a half 
years ago, and immediately proving 
himself a photo-player of power and 
promise. He came in the new and 
larger public as nn actor with an 
established reputation and needed 
only to sound the possibilities of the 
voiceless drama before permanently 
casting bis lot with ihe film world. 
luce's forceful, intensely virile acting 
and robust personality are as potent 
mi the animated screen as behind the 
footlights. 

Always having played parts such 
as Stephen Ghent in "The Great 
Divide"; Messala. in "Ben Hur"; and 
with Blanche Walsh in "Resurrect 
tinu.' 1 it is only natural that Mr, Ince 
should be cast for heroic characters. 
He finds fullest expression of his 
individuality and temperament lit 
drama of ihe West, where the con- 



diets involved are tho>e of red blood 
and brawn. ' , 

Mr. luce's guts as a director are 
not less [hau bis art as an actor. 
His generalship of (he army of super- 
numeraries employed in his Civil 
War production. "The Price of Vic- 
ton-." written for linn by Enirnett 
Cawpbell Hall. e>tahlishcd him as a 
director of sensational spectack-s. 
The dynamited bridge, carrying |o 
destruction over five hundred soldiers 
was a scene of thrilling suspense and 
crashing climax. No one who saw 
will ever forget the "close-up" of the 
demolished bridge with the wounded 
and dying wedged between the beams. 
Vet in "The Taking of Rattlesnake 
Bill," also hy Mr. Hall, in which 
hiec impersonated ihe name part — a 
highwayman who gives up his liberty 
for the sake uf a child — his acting 
could not have hecn mure poignantly 
appealing. There was the silent 
nalhos, deep and enduring, of the 
strong man conquered by the un- 
conscious influence t»f ;i child — an old 
situataion — hut the actor raised it 
to the* level of inspired artistry. 

His modesty and reticence are 
oddly at variance with the players 
calling. The big act ur-di rector is as 
shy of newspaper publicity as a 
great man. When be leaves the 
studio it is to jump into his H tip- 
mobile and speed oet of sight. The 
greater/ part of his day has been spent 
in strenuous work. He is losl until 
next morning and then he resumes 
the responsibilities of his position, 
following always the lure of his am- 
bition — lo produce a picture beyond 
criticism. 
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State Censorship vs. Federal Censorship 



A QUESTION often asked, "If we 
must have censorship which of the 
two evils will be the lesser, State 
or Federal censorship?" What would he 
the result if each State had the power to 
appoint their own censor? In this case 
there certainly would be a number of cen- 
sors throughout this country. Yet, if it 
were possible to get such a large number 
of men who would he of the same state 
of mind the condition would not he so had. 
Hut. is it possible to get two people of 
exactly the same state of mind? For 
illustration, Pennsvlvania, Xew York. 
California and Ohio each have a censor 
who is endowed with the supreme power 
to pass on any picture, as to what picture 
should, and what should not, he shown in 
their respective States. A big new serial 
picture which was taken in another State 
and passed by that State comes up before 
the censorship hoards of the above named 
States. Can you picture the result ? The 
censorship boards of Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, after viewing this picture, condemn 
it. On the other hand, the censorship 
boards of California and Xew York pass 
this picture as all right. Is this decision 
fair? Or are the people of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio different from the people of 
Xew York and California? Or are the 
people of Xew York and California bet- 
ter fitted mentally and morally to see a 
picture which is not fit for the people of 
Pennsylvania and Ohio to see? 

What would be the result if we hud a 
national censor to pass on all pictures? 
Would the puhlie lie given justice? Can 
any one man, even though he he elected 
by the people, pass an opinion on a pic- 
ture which is to be viewed by millions of 
people? We all know that it is impos- 
sible for one man to view all pictures, and 
pass on same. He will have to appoint 
assistants. Would these assistants be any 
different than in the case of all States 
appointing a censor? Would their deci- 



sions be relied upon? It is very plain to 
see that this condition wouhfbring us back 
to the same argument as contained under 
State censors. 

To remedy any ill, the cause and not 
the effect must be removed before a per- 
manent cure can be obtained. If it is 
necessary to censor pictures, let's look into 
the cause for this and it will be found 
that a few producers have at some time 
or other been careless, with the result that 
all are made to suffer with the few. The 
producers should get together and elimi- 
nate the cause. Mr. Producer, why not 
be your own censor? Censor your sce- 
narios, go over everything thoroughly as 
though your own children's future out- 
come depended on your productions. Is 
this not a much better method of righting 
censorship? This method is hound to 
bring only one result, namely, the elimi- 
nation of censorship. 

The Moving Picture has just as surely 
come to stay as the automobile and the 
telephone, without which we surely would 
he lost. Can not as much he said of the 
Motion Picture? Thei^ since the Movie 
Industry is not just a thing of today or 
tomorrow, hut something for all times, 
something that will be viewed and en- 
joyed by millions yet unborn, it behooves 
each producer to build his business on a 
permanent and sure base. If the foun- 
dation is solid, the business is certain to 
be secure, and not open to the dictation 
of any Tom, Dick or Harry that happens 
to hold a position of authority. Let the 
public be your judge, show them that the 
iast thing thought of is to produce a pic- 
ture of compromising nature. In this 
way you will gain the, public's highest 
respect. With the public's respect will 
come their support, and with a support 
like this such a thing as censorship will 
be unknown. Mr. Producer and Mr. Ex- 
hibitor, your motto always should be "to 
look after the welfare of the public at all 
times."

ONE of the strongest arguments in 
favor of "Moving Picture" per- 
manency is the fact that it is the 
greatest educator of today.

When it conies to the other kind of 
education, or the dry/grindy, book-way, 
you will find that a very few become per- 
manently the possessor of facts. But just 
as sure as it is "Amusement," no matter 
how stupid the person is previously, he 
surely can remember facts and incidents 
through an amusement medium which 
otherwise would- have been forgotten. 
Why? Because he saw it in the "Movies." 
Have not the "Movies" a permanent place 
in civilization? They are here to stay, not 
a luxury; but a necessity. 

Since therefore the ''Moving Picture 
Industry" is the greatest educator we have 
today — is it not part of us; of civilization? 
— Why not use "Moving Pictures" in our 
public schools as a means to an end? 
Surely in this way education becomes 
amusement. The time has come when ab- 
solutely no excuse can be offered by a 
person who is not educated along certain 
lines.

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CHARLES CHAPLIN, comedian and the leading 
exponent of the brand new art of making comedy 
for the silent drama, is twcnty-fiVe years old and 
has been an aetor all his life. He was torn in a suburb 
of London and his family is. one which had made its 
living by the footlights for generations. His father and 
mother are on the stage today 
and he was practically horn on 
the stage. He sta rted his 
career at the age of seven when 
lie did some clog dancing in ^ 
London theatre. A Mule while 
after he had appeared in this 
play he left the stage to attend 
the Kern Boys' College near 
London, where he stayed two 
years gathering the scholastic 
foundation which he has im- 
proved so much hy reading and 
the observation of human men 
at iheir work. 

When he went haek on the 
Stage again, he waft with the 
Charles Frohman Company in 
London for three years play- 
ing "Billy** with William GiL 
ktlc in "Sherlock Holmes." 
He came to America playing 
the lead comedy part with 
Fred Kerno's "A Night in an 
English .Music. Hall." This 
was a pantomime hit. Mr, 
Chaplin was the drunk who 
disrupted the performance by 
his vociferous appreciation or 
his equally vociferous dislike 
of the acts which were sup- 
posed to come under his notice. 
His characterization of the in- 
dicated maii-abouMown made 
for the Success of the little 
play, in yaudeviMe and enabled 
it to pad its bookings with an 
uninterrupted playing list. It 
was while in this play that Mr. 
Chaplin attracted the attention 
of the moving picture makers 
and he was given a contract 
to play on the screen. 

His work before the camera 
rapidly raised him from the 
position of the ordinary screen 
comedian to the rank of a 
genius and lie attracted the 
attention of the Essanay Film 
Company, always on the qui 
vivc for the best in moving 
pictures. He was offered a 
contract at a fabulous salary 
and be showed bis good sense 
hy accepting it and enlisting 




for service under the banner of ihe-yEssaiiay company, 
Mr. Chaplin has made a thorough, painstaking study 
of comedy in pantomime and this was a sort of prepar- 
atory course for his moving pictures and bis work lias 
made him the best known actor on the screen today. 
This does not bar tile serious Mars of the silent drama. 
Wherever there is a Chaplin 
booking there the public docks. 
"Comedy is a serious propo- 
sition,'' said ilr. Chaplin in the 
course of an interview with the 
representative of a paper. "It 
is a serious study to learn 
characters. It is a hard study. 
To make comedy a success 
there must he an case, a spon- 
taneity in the acting that can- 
not be associated with serious- 
ness. A move before the 
camera a minute too soon or a 
minute too late will render the 
picture either grotesque or in- 
accurate. The right move at 
the right lime, 1 lie queer little 
quirk that is "a slight exagger- 
ation of what the character 
would do under the ordinary 
circumstances is what makes a 
picture a 'scream* and which 
sets the audience laughing. 

"Realism is (be all-important 
f net or. Humor and comedy 
arc the most intensely human 
arts in the business of por- 
trayal. A man will laugh at 
a thing he knows is true ami 
his heart responds to the humor 
of a situation with which he is 
familiar. That is why I work 
for days on my study of the 
character I am to play and that 
is why I work; with only occa- 
sional references to the scen- 
ario to keep in mind the skele- 
ton of my story/" 

Mr. Chaplin is a Belasca and 
Edison in his attention to de- 
tail. He has grasped the essen- 
tial truth that it is the little 
things that make for the big 
successes. Go to see a Chaplin 
picture anil study it carefully. 
You will Hud that the things 
that bring the roars of laughter 
arc made up of a funny little 
move of the foot, or a perfectly 
natural start of surprise at 
something you know is ob- 
vious, or a grin of appreciation 
caused by satisfaction of some 
sort. 
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Dogs at Moving Picture Show 



BECAUSE of the actions of 
"Mike." the brindlc bull dog of 
Commodore J. Stuart Htack- 
ton. of (he Yitag r aph Company of 
America, when he was shown a mov- 
ing picture, an interesting series 01 
experiments have ?>ccn carried on 
under [lit? direction of the Vitagraph 
Company by several scientists, Mike, 
when shown pictures of men and 
women, took them as ;i matter of 
course, and evinced in* interest, l>ut 
whi-11 a dog was shown on the screen, 
he ai once became excited, harking 
and leaping at the picture and at- 
tempting to attack the dog. As the 
annual left the picture, 'however, 
"'Mike** again became (|uiel and sub- 
sided until the pictured :iiiiin;il was 
seen again. 

Jit discussing this subject one even" 
nig. a noted scientist expressed a de- 
sire to Commodore Blackion to carry 
•in Further experiments in this direc- 
tion, iH'lievmg that the actions of 
"Mike" bad been unusual. 

Accordingly, thirty-seven animal* 
were taken to a motion picture exhi- 
bition in which nothing hut the work 
of d(>g> lie tore the camera was 
shown. Of the thirty-seven animal" 
winch faced the screen only one 
showed enough inn-rest ti> approach 
it clostly and. try to learn for itself 
something about the pictured animal. 
The others without exception gazed 
stttnidth) at the picture* and even .1 
tiulit failed to arouse any enthusiasm. 

Ilclk-ving that "Mike"" had lwcn cs- 
lraordinary in bis actions, he wa* 
again brought in-fore the screen and 
the picture shown. lie at once be- 
came excited and repeated hi* ac- 
tion- of the previous tjine* the right 
arousing him to such a pitch of 
frenzy that he had to be restrained; 

O111 of the preliminary experiments 
arose the interesting question as tn 
whether the dogs were alile to see the 

pictured objects, and. if so, realised 
that the)' were not real, or whether 
the pictures, not standing out in re- 
lief, dimply presented a fiat surface. 

The explanation offered fur the lat- 
ter theory by the experimenter was 
that the dogs had been trained only 
i" sec objects in relief, and when a 
picture was thrown on the screen it 
Minded the animals rather than 
showed them anything. 

"People little realize that they have 
been shown photographs and pictures 
from (he time they are small chil- 
dren/' said the scientist, "and for this 
reason they are able to distinguish 
objects in print It is the same thing 
in regard to printing on a page, It 



just represents a surface to the dogs, 
and the print does not stand out as 
in the case of a person who instantly 
is attracted by the marks on the 
page. 

"When the pictures were shown on 
the screen and the action began, the 
animals remained quid, although I 
had arranged the room so that they 
could got as near to the screen as 
they cared to, and. in fact, take part 
in the fight in the picture. 

"They simply gazed quietly at the 
screen for a few minute* as though 
wondering what it was a?) about, and 
then with the one exception all set- 
tled down. One dug, however, be- 
came somewhat curious and went to 
the .screen, looking on as though he 
made out the movements of the dogs 
but could not understand what it was 
nil about 

"After the experiment I examined 
this one dog. Comparing its eyes 
with the eyes of the other animals. I 
found that it could also see itself in 
a mirror, whereas the others could 
not." 

Commodore Mack ton was not con- 
vinced, however, and he insisted that 
"Mike" be shown the pictures again 
anil carefully watched. This time the 
dog was left alone in a lighted mini, 
which eradna'ly was darkened and 
the pictures thrown on the screen. 
Without beman vompamonship the 
animal was more furious than ever, 
and it was only by great effort that 
he was finally pacified, lie lurked 
and leaped at the pictures, snarling 
and in other ways showing his auger 
at the picture canines. 

Trying to show the pictures to a 
horse'was a failure? because 'he ani- 
mal hccrmic frightened before the pic- 
lures actually could he thrown on the 
screen, the darkntM seeming to hau* 
a terrifying effect. 

Because Of the new line of experi- 
ment which has heen opened up sev- 
eral scientists have begun using vari- 
ous domestic as well as wild animaU 
in connection with the pictures. It is 
hoped that if animals can he taught 
to sec the pictures they can be taught 
tricks through this medium, and 
hrougbt to a higher intelligence. 

One scientist, who has been inter- 
ested in training various species of 
animals for a number of years, hope- 
that by showing the tricks in motion 
pictures to arouse the imitative in- 
stincts of the animals mi. I thus sim- 
nliFy animal trairivg. The only way 
tins can be accomplished, he Irtlieves. 
is hy taking the animal when very 
young and lir-t te->ch it losee and 
then tlemcns-trate the tricks.

"Wild Animal Bill" Meets 

End 

David Horsier Points Out Usclcimcii of 

Measure Introduced In California 

State Lefclslifuie 

Through the efforts of David 
Horslcy. president of the Centaur 
Film Company, the "wild animal 
hill," fostered hy the S. P. C. A. and 
Introduced into the California Stale 
Legislature by Representative Slater, 
of Santa Rosa, designed to prevent 
„ cruelty to wild animal per formers 
^and to eliminate all possible hazard 
to trainers hy mak : ng it n misde- 
meanor for any person to enter any 
cage or arena with a wild animal, has 
been killed. It was pointed out by 
Mr, Horslcy that the proposed meas- 
ure, were it to Income a law, would 
work seriously against owners of 
wild animal exhibitions w ; tliont ac- 
complishing one Iota of good. 

In the light of affording protection 
to animals against cruet treatment, 



Mr. Horslcy characterized the IrlE as 
a superfluous precaution, and, in the 
instance of the Bostock Arena and 
Jungle, controlled by Mr. Horslcy. 
which was cited, it was proved that 
no cruelty in any sense was practiced. 
During the regime of the laic Frank 
C. Bostock, from whose widow Mr. 
Horslcy purchased the collection, all 
trainers with the aggregation used 
persuasiveness and kindness in teach- 
ing the beasts, and many letters from 
humane societies complimenting the 
lute 'nnimal king" upon his humane 
method! were received. This policy 
was continued hy Mr. Horslcy when 
he obtained possession of the Jungle, 
and that his wishes might lie carried 
out he retained Mr, Harry E. Tudor, 
for years Mr. Rostock 's general man- 
ager, and Capt. Jack Bonavila* chief 
trainer, in their old capacities. 

Beyond working an unnecessary 
hardship, the issue to restrain train- 
ers from entering the cages of ani- 
mals served no purpose, it was shown. 
The contention that the life of ana 
animal trainer is one of coulinualjv. 
danger was sivcpl aside when statis \ 
tics were produced showing that the 
fatality in this vocation has averaged 
hut one a year, and the number of 
those injured was no greater. 

Had the measure been passed Ihe 
plans for production of animal pic- 
tures along new and advanced lines 
hy Mr. Horslcy would have received 
a serious setback, while animal exhi- 
bitions in California would have been 
a thing of the past. 



Tub Chita gtt Tribune prints a 
two-colnum expose of "schools for 
motion picture acting." William N T . 
Selig, president nf the Selig Poly- 
scope _ Company, is interviewed by 
the Tribune and is quoted as fol* 
lows: "So-called schools for motion 
picture acting are not legit iinaic. 
Not one of them of which I have 
any knowledge has any object but 
to separate gullible persons from 
their money." Not a day passes hut 
some ambitious boy or girl applies 
at the Selig Company offices, some- 
times proudly displaying a "di- 
ploma," and ask for positions as 
motion picture stars, 1 hey are in- 
variably informed that the ranks are 
11 1 ready over-crowded with exjpe- 
rienced people.

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Is Film History of Educational Value?

THE outstanding advantage of the 
motion picture over nil other teach- 
ing methods is that everything is 
visualized for the scholar. He sees an 
historical event portrayed on the screen 
and will he .so absorbed in watching it 
that he will glean everything of impor- 
tance instead of being crammed with a 
mass of figures, as in the ordinary way. 
Besides he will thoroughly master his les- 
son in doable quick time, a fact that has 
been proved in many instances. 

As you can appreciate, the crux of the 
whole situation depends on . whether the 
films classified as "historical" possess suffi- 
cient educational qualities to justify their 
use in school work. The best way for me 
to attack this problem is to get down to the 
methods by which they are produced. 

The unfortunate thing, from- a teacher's 
point of view, is that the pictures have 
been taken in such a haphazard way, with 
no regard to system. The reason for this 
is that the moving picture concerns have 
not had sufficient support from educa- 
tional authorities to warrant production 
on an organized basis. Hut the historical 
film library is now so extensive that the 
exchanges specialising in the renting of 
educational films for private use can sup- 
ply them dealing with the principal epochs 
in history at home and abroad, and their 
number is constantly being added to. Both 
the films and projectors are very moderate 
in cost. 

Now to turn to the actual producing 
side. The mistake made in nine cases out 
of ten is to weave a romance into what is 
a purely historical subject, which there- 
fore considerably diminishes its educa- 
tional value. " These spectacular produc- 



tions would always stand on their, own 
merits. Even a good many movie patrons 
resent this liberty being taken with his- 
tory, for the posters and title often serve 
to misrepresent. 

Other producers display their ignorance 
by permitting errors in costumes, settings 
and actions of the players to appeal*. 
Next we have the careless director. In 
one film depicting incidents in the English 
civil war it was possible to see a modern 
express train fleeting by in the back- 
ground. 

Then there is the too ambitious director. 
He will for instance try to take in modern 
America a picture of medieval times. In- 
stead of genuine quaint, old world back- 
grounds meeting the eye, unconvincing 
studio faked scenes will appear, while the 
players can only be mere caricatures of 
the nationality represented. They can be 
only effectively done in their country of 
origin. 

But, on the other hand, there is the sin- 
cere director who takes real pride in his 
work. He will despatch his company long 
distances in order that tbje requisite natural 
scenery is obtainable. He also thinks 
nothing of poring over reference books 
night after night to ensure every detail 
being just right. If, say, he wants an 
actor to be George Washington he will 
not select any member of his stock com- 
pany, but will hold the film back until he 
comes across the nearest prototype of the 
nation's hero.. 

I am thankful to say that this type of 
director is by no means rare, as the numer- 
ous excellent historical motion pictures 
will hear me out. Therefore I maintain 
that the kinematograph as a teacher of 
history deserves serious consideration.

Weber and Fields to Star for 
World Film 

Weber and Fields, probably the 
liest known comedians on the stage 
today, have signed a two years' eon- 
tract with the World Comedy Stars 
Film Corporation to appear in single 
reel comedies, to tic released at short 
intervals through the World Film 
Corporation, In signing these cont- 
t-dians, Prcsidest Phil. Gleicbinnn 
deserves the highest laurels. 

From the very beginning of their 
careers, joe Weber and Lew Fields 
were ambitious. And always quick 
and enterprising they were able to 
keep up with the march of events. 
It was in the year 1896 that their 
great opportun ity came. The I m* 
penal Music Halt, situated at the 
corner of Broadway and 29th Street, 
was placed on the market. Wehcr 
nnd Fields had an idea that if they 
could get hold of the place, fit it up 
and remain there long enough they 
could make a success. 

That these promptings were of the 
right kind was demonstrated in the 
success of Weber and Fields Music 
Mall, now changed to this name from 
iht- former one, as from the begin- 
ning it was phenonien.il. In assuming 
its control they adopted a radical and 
what seemed then to be a remarkable 
policy, gathering about them some 
nf the highest priced entertainers in 
America. Quite unusual as is the 
custom today, they did dot recruit 
their forces from the vaudeville 
stage, but made drafts on comic 
opera, comedy and legitimate. No 
such entertainment as they put on 
had ever before been attempted in 
N'i'w York. [Cvcrytbing was light, 
bright and frothy, Within a few 
mouths their salary list was the high- 
est of any playhouse in New York.

Cupid no doubt appeals strongly to 
those in his clutches, hut producers 
do not apparently realize that lovers 
only constitute a small portion of 
movie fans. 

Love in films is like a joint of 
mutton served up in varying forms 
for the rest of the week. Most con- 
spicuous of all is the eternal triangle 
between two men and ft woman or 
vice versa. Then there is the obdu- 
rate parent who for some reason or 
other refuses his consent* 

There arc other themes not quite 
so common but more or less worked 
to death. 

Love is as ancient as the world 
itself, and in, these days when film 
fans want something nice and new 
to tickle their palates, they would 
like love to take a hack seat. 

Even if the story is devoid of heart 
interest it need not he inhuman. 
There is plenty of material to be 



found in our everyday life for in- 
tensely human plots. 1 have seen 
such stories where they spoiled by 
the love element being dragged in, 
Particularly do 1 remember a very 
convincing drama of the struggle be- 
tween capita] and labor, but instead 
of adhering to the main theme, the 
author was obliged in order to comply 
with the producer's requirements to 
give an otherwise excellent story a 
forced love shout — the conventional 
We theme. 

I am, not altogether prejudiced 
against the tender passion, for when 
a story is purely and solely about love 
then there is a reason for its exist- 
ence; but not otherwise. 

A hpmely little drama by a leading 
International producer I nw recently, 
literally speaking, "dodged" love. 
The story concerned a doctor in poor 
circumstances who was very devoted 
to a rich lady patient, who had no 
husband or children. For saving her 
life, she offered to be a brother to 
him and a sister to his grown up 
daughter, and they were to live to- 
gether in her luxurious country 
mansion. 

Mind you, there was not the 
slightest suggestion of love, though 
had it got into the hands of nine out 
of ten producers it wouhl undoubt- 
edly been converted into a stereotyped 
kind of a play.

Erstwhile Struggling Thespian Now the Highest Paid Man in All Filmdom

OF nil the miracles that have heen 
worked in Motion Pieturedom 
none are so wondrous as the 
meteoric rise to fame and fortune of a 
few men and women, who but a few years 
ago in sheer desperation were attracted 
to the film studio, where it had just heen 
discovered that stories could he visualized 
on the screen. It took twelve years from 
that day in 1890 when the Cinematograph 
was first exhibited, to discover that some- 
where lurking amidst the maze of phe- 
nomena there was something more vital 
than moving trains and "the Chase." 

It was when a few intrepid men, defy- 
ing the wrath of the "Holy of Holies" 
of theatredom changed their environment 
from the stage to the film studio that the 
possibilities of a new art were revealed. 
These men were actors, whose vicissitudes 
in their precarious calling were such that 
they were glad to enroll for a "try ont" 
at the regulation price of five dollars a 
day, little dreaming that with their .advent 
would he horn "the silent drama" and 
that public entertainment would be revo- 
lutionized the world over or that they 
were to be hailed as masters of film craft. 

As recently as 1908 stage folk were so 
fearful of the consequences if they be- 
stowed of their artistry before . the 
camera that they used fictitious names. 
To have posed for the 'screen eight years 
ago meant a sure boycott by those who 
control the destiny of the spoken drama. 
In the vaudeville theatres delinquent 
performers were degraded by being rele- 
gated "to follow the pictures." The very 
sight of what is now called the magic 
screen was the signal for an exodus. 

These were the conditions in 1908 and 
they w r ere not! much better in 1910, when 
one of the three sons of "Pop" Ince, an 
old actor of the '70's met. an actor who 
told him he was earning seventy-five dol- 
lars a week directing Photo Plays. "Pop" 
Ince did not live to see all three of his 
sons become famous as exponents of the 
silent drama, but when Thomas IT. Ince, 
the eldest, found out that a mere hanger- 



on was earning a "big" salary in the new 
field, he determined to enter the game 
enrolling as an extra at three dollars a day. 

"Tom" Ince was stranded in the far 
West when he met the actor. He was so 
poor that he had no place of shelter for 
his wife and baby. Ince pleaded for a 
chance to show his caliber. The men he 
worked for were' a lot of ex-clothing 
dealers who confined their productivity 
to duplicating the films of others ; the ma- 
jority of actors were ex-cowboys. The 
reigning sensation in the nickelodians 
was such productions as "The Great 
Train Robbery" and "The Life of a 
Fireman." 

Ince got his first opportunity when the 
head director failed to appear one day 
and so impressed his employer that he was 
engaged permanently to direct, but he 
did not remain with the company long; 
his fame had spread throughout South- 
ern California, where as now the majority 
of studios were located. 

In a more pretentious environment 
Ince started to do the big things which 
have made his name one to conjure with. 
He not only engaged real actors for his 
productions but he taught tfie novices 
howto act. Some of the latter must have 
had the' divine spark, for not a few are 
still with Ince and one lady who had 
never had the least stage experience has 
become one of the real stars of the screen. 

Thomas H. Ince is now the vice-presi- 
dent of the New York Motion Picture 
Company, a concern capitalized in the 
millions. His annual income is authori- 
tatively stated to be not less than one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. In less than four 
years lie has created the highest Moving 
Picture Organization in the world, 
building a city called Inceville, just out- 
side of Los Angeles, where are produced 
the photo plays over which the majority 
of mankind is now raving. It is nothing 
for Ince to spend $100,000 on film pro- 
duction. Verv often instead of sending

"Hearts In Exile" 

By Nicholas Dunuw 

Who of you American readers is 
not familiar with John QxcnhauVs 
wonderful work, "Hearts in Exile.'" 
It has been pictured by James Young. 

The powerful plot, the author's 
light and beautiful, style, holds the 
reader's- attention with magic force 
from beginning to end. You turn 
over the last page of this unique 
work with a sense of regret at the 
inability to dwell farther in a world 
full of adventure and sweet mystic- 
ism. But however powerful the 
reader's imagination, he cannot by 
reason of the very limitation of our 
senses view the heroes in their true 
life-like, form; the reader is filled 
with a persistent longing to sec it all 
in objective form. Jn modem times 
with the aid of the everywhere pen- 
etrating, all conquering camera, this 
desire is readily satisfied. 

VYc see the camera perform the 
function of a geographer,' ethnograph- 
er, dramatist, comedian, scientist, 
teacher, joiimnlisj and last hut not 
least taking the place of a novel, 

Reading a novel in a remarkably 
short time while seated in a modern 
built theatre is the last word in 
motion picture art, while it is true 
that the camera falls short as far a?* 
the beauty of literary style goes, we 
arc nevertheless, compensated in the 
richness and volume of its lije-likc 
scenes and vividness of expression. 

It fell to James Young, the well- 
known _ artist-director, to stage the 
great novel and let us say right here 
that the result is another great con- 
quest in the world of motion picture 
art. It is not enough to merely 
portray types on the screen. The 
director's prime object is to give the 
soul the beauty, the entire depth and 
atmosphere 01 the novel ami this 
Mr, Young has done with the skill 
and light (ouch of a true artist 

The subject matter of "Hearts in 
Exile" is radically different from the 
various other Russian plots embodied 
in motion picture drama. The only 
exception to this 'rule seems to he 
"My Official Wife." Aside from 
these two photo-dramas, 1 cannot 
recollect one single instance, when 
the sight of a picture made \n 
America and dealing with Russian 
life did not fill me with disgust and 
shame to the blushing point. Slander, 
downright, stupid slander, based on 
utter ignorance of the true Russian 
life in its higher sense — even well 
known, but poorly informed directors, 
fell victims to this prejudice. Croco- 
diles with human heads, women* with 
serpent forms, dogs staring through 
cat eyes, porkers adorned in cossack's, 
uniform, and soldiers parading the 
streets with swinging tails. This 
seems to be the conception of Russia 
rooted in the minds of onr disting- 
uished directors. The responsibility 
for this state of affairs, in my mind, 
rests imiinly with heads of our great 
film corporations, Were these people 
lo give earnest thought to this most 
important phase of the art, we woiiWh^ 
have today fewer creators, utterly 
ignorant of what they are about to 
create, and Russia with its unlimited 
spiritual ; and intellectual resources, 
the Russia nf the Tolstoi's, Dastoer- 
sky's, Gc-rky's, Andreef's and the end- 
less liner of the greatest exponent 1 :

luce »»t only directs for the three 
brands of films released from Ineeviile 
hut he writes most of the scenarios and 
very frequently he assumes some minor 
role, the better to impress his actors with 
"stock" principles, for in luce's Organiza- 
tions the star of yesterday may he the 
utility man of today. 

The business associates of this man 
I nee. now millionaires, are content to sit 
in their New York palatial offices, leaving 
to the master mind at Ineeviile the artistic 
side of their tremendous output. Once a 
year I nee comes to the Broadway where 
he was wont to seek in vain for an engage- 
ment. Xow his appearance on the Rialto 
is a signal for a stampede of stage folk 
anxious to return with him to Movieland. 

The payroll at Ineeviile is never less 
than ten thousand dollars a week. When 
I nee began to produce with the concern 
he is now head of, the highest salary 
jiaid was fifty dollars a week, as paid out 
to several 'on pay day. The prevailing 



price for a scenario in 1910 was about 
twenty dollars, now as high as five thou- 
sand dollars is not uncommon. The actors 
were paid five dollars a day the same as 
the supers when Ince himself was one of 
the latter, now he has a dozen different 
stock companies, selected with great care 
with the salaries more often than not listed 
in three figures. 

Even the camera men are paid salaries 
a Cabinet officer would not refuse. One 
receives fifteen thousand dollars a year. 
The scenario staff which consisted in 1910 
of one lone editor who had to act direct 
and write for forty dollars a week, now 
costs the Company thirty thousand dollars 
a year. 

Ince has found time to write one play 
for the speaking stage which he produced 
himself in a Los Angeles Theatre where 
it scored so well that one of the Barons 
of Long Acre Square, who five years ago 
would not give Inee an audience, has out- 
bid all of his competitors and the play 
is scheduled for production later in the 
season.

Weber and Fields early became the 
fad in New York and persons from 
out of town .didn't consider their 
visit lo the metropolis complete un- 
less, they had been to the little band- 
box of a playhouse and hatf seen (he 
show about which the whole town 
talked, with more stars on the stage 
at one time than any other playhouse 
in I he world. 

It is now over a third of a century 
that Joe Weber and Lew Fields made 
their first public appearance At that 
lime Weber was but nine years old, 
and Fields just six months younger. 
Since that time they have gained a 
lasting renown ;l- Inw comedians; 
probably never before equalled by 
any American player. 

They have not always hecti "Ger- 
man comedians," Xmc hundred and 
ninety-nine persons out oi a thousand 
•will try to tell you they have, hut 
don't liclieve them. At the beginning 1 . 
they were Irish comedians, and, un- 
known to their parents they were 
playing sixteen turns a day for three 
dollars a week at a concert hall in 
New York's Bowery. 

At (he lime when they made their 
first appearance this country was the 
haven of refuge for many foreigners 
and Caslle Garden, New York, the 
most COTflpicudUS (tort of entry, The 
Land League troubles were ripe in 
Ireland then ami a very large per- 
eentnge of the immigrants were 
Irish. In fact ifiey outnumbered all 
others in the proportion of three to 
one. Therefore it was not surprising 
that the two hoys, determined on the 
stage career of comedy, should hit 
up. in the Irish &* the proper race to 
portray, This explains why Weber 
and Field* made their stage debut in 
green coat; green knickerbockers, 
green stockings, and with pipe and 
-shillnlah, and sang a song that be- 
gan like this; 

"We are two jolly Irish lads, 

As you can plainly sec. 

And if we're not mistaken. 

We think you all agree, 

That arc arc jolly Irish lads, 

And happy a> can hi'."

ON April 26t\ at his home, 1416 
Glenwood Road, Brooklyn, 
John Bunny passed away. He 
made minions laugh and now, at his 
death those millions will all feel 
that they have suffered a personal 
toss, and there is a deep touch of 
sadness in the fact that no more 
may we see thai round, fat. smiling 
face looking out at us from the 
screen. John Bunny has gone, and 
there will never be another to take 
exactly the same place in the hearts 
of the film "fans." 

A brief outline of John Bunny's 
life will nut lie ; i n 1 1 - - at this time, 
when his legions of friends are 
mourning his loss. * 

Although [tunny's name had been 
known in the movies for a compara- 
tively short time, it will always be 
linked with this branch of the acting 
profession* John Bunny, however, 
had been a comedian for a quarter 
of a century before he went into the 
photo-play work, his most famous 
part being that of "Bottom" in Annie 
Russell's production of "A Midsum- 
mer Night's Dream." although he 
was also with Hattie Williams and 
Lew Fields in many of their past 
successes. With the coming of the 
movies he found hi* real field, and 
very miickly made an envious name 
for himself. 

He realized the importance of the 
moving picture, and with his weight 
and eccentric face and figure he was 
soon the best known man in the 
country, if not the world. On his 
trip around the world he was read- 
ily recognized in every country and 
crowd! followed him whenever he 
appeared on the streets. The trip, 
in fact. "was a triumphal tour for 
John Bunny, and he found his fol- 
lowers in every laud and clime. 

John Runny was horn in this city 
fifty-two years ago, and he was the 
first generation of hi- family not to 
follow the sea and the second not 
to be a member of the British navy. 
He was educated to become a 
priest, but after a short time as 



clerk with a railroad he took tip act- 
ing. His first professional engage- 
ment was with "The Strangers of 
Paris*" produced in 1883 by Belasco. 
A short time ago he suffered a 
nervous breakdown after a long sea- 
son on the road with his own com-

pany in 4 'Bunny in Funnyland/' and 
died after a three weeks' illness. 
He is survived by a widow and two 
sons, George and John, Jr. His fam- 
ily and friends say he worked him- 
self to death. God bless John 
Bunny; he made life lighter by giv- 
ing us wholesome laughs.

J. Frank Burke, the noted char- 
acter actor of the New York Motion 
Picture Corporation, was horn April 
22, 1867, in the town of Kartland, 
Vermont At the age of nine, Mr. 
Burke moved with his parents to 
Massachusetts. He was eleven years 
old when he became a breadwinner 
by hiring himself out as an elevator 
boy in a straw hat factory. He re- 
mained in (his .occupation until he 
decided to become a tailor, then he 
associated himself as an apprentice 
in a reputable clothing bouse. At the 
age of twenty-two he made applica- 
tion to Miss Stanmore for a part in 
Hasl Lynnc and he took the part of 
Archibald Carlyle. *A week in Bos- 
ton, which followed by a road tour, 
and Mr. Burke was taken to play 
Rnnsiant in "The Lady of Lyons." 
and Huifh Lcverick in "The Flower 
of the Forest." Weeks of hardships 
followed, and one of the most strik- 
ing incident* took place at Elizabeth, 
Nf. J., during Christmas week when 
the company was stranded without a 
cent. He says he had nothing to cat 
hut prctzeU and tieer. One of the 
irnnp OTttaitiwl a road show and 
took Burke alonu. We went as far 
as Nebraska and his work attracted 
the attention nf Wm. A. Bradv who 
en gaped him to olay in "The Cotton 
King" and "The New South." 
Charles Blancy look him and had 
him in the famous McCloskev melo- 
dramas* His connections with Bla- 
ncy were severed when he foined 
lames J. Corbett. in "Pals." He was 
four yea^ with Corse Payton. during 
these fours ha vine great success. 
He had also been a member of the 
Alcazar Stock Company and then 
went with Maude Adams and played 
in. her nresentation of "As You Like 
ft." which was played at the Creek 
Theatre in Berkeley. Cal. Portland. 
Oregon, saw Mr. Burke a member of 
the Bakerf Stock Company for an en- 
gagement \ of thirteen months. On 
March 27. iqu, he went to Los 
Angeles and associated himself with 
the New York Motion Picture Cor- 
poration.

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Robert Edeson Says Moving 
Pictures Educate 

Noted Actor Join* Vltafcraph Company 

Robert Edeson, tin; legitimate 
actor who lias joined the Viisgraph 
Players, asserts that not only have 
the moving pictures aided the actor 
hi perfecting his art. hut that it also 
has had a beneficial effect on the 
audiences. 

"Actors in the past have had to deal 
willi inconsiderable applause," said 
Mr. ildeson. "This has been partic- 
ularly true in America, where the 
habit has been to applaud a situation 
and not the acting. Thus we find 
thiii a scent- is -broken up, the tension 
lost, and tile actor is unable to do his 
best. 

"In England it has been the habit 
of audiences to wait until the end of 
the act, when the applause starts. 
This doesn't interfere with the prog- 
ress of the story, and it doesn't break 
up the actors. 

"Moving pictures have practically 
done away with this. Audiences arc 
learning repression to a great degree. 
If they appreciate a picture they wait 
until the picture is finished. 

"I have seen many pictures re- 
cently, and. in fact. I £»ess 1 might 
say that I have become a moving 
picture fan of tile thirty-third degree. 
1 enjoy going to pictures and noting 
the points 'hat get over with the 
audiences," 

Mr. Edeson declared that the per- 
formances he had seen recently on 
Broadway had convinced him that 
moving pictures had educated audi- 
ences on how to act in the theatres. 
The fear that had been expressed by 
ninny theatrical stars that nicturcs f 
bail caused audiences to repress 
themselves so that they would not 
applaud. Mr. Edeson said he believed 
was im founded. 

"True :ui actor has to work harder 
tu gel points over, but points that 
for years have been neglected have 
come into their own. and there is a 
keener appreciation for real true 
art," He said. 

Mr. Edesou + s view, coming from 
one who has a record of twenty-five 
years Oil the statue, has an imusnal 
weight He firmly believes fchst mov- 
ing pictures will eventually supplant 
most of the stage productions that 
are now being made. 

"The future of moving pictures," 
he said, "is too stupendous to be 
realized by any of us. 1 don't think 
one-half of the things that pictures 
are capable of doing have been 
achieved. The next ten years will 
produce wonderful things for us, 1 
have no doubt/ 1 

Mr. Edeson has expressed his de- 
termination to remain in pictures for 
some time to come:

"chimps/ 1 who respond to the royal 
patronyms of King and Queen, are 
many.

Too. she is a close student of art 
and when time permits, never neg- 
lects an opportunity to visit the near- 
est gallery. She boasts a large ac- 
quaintance among the popular writers 
and artists, buL so far as is known, 
has 110 particular favorite in either 
sphere. 

Decidedly a home girl in every 
sense the word implies, and a close 
Student of domestic science. Miss 
Pfekfnrd .it the same time is adept 
at many branches of outdoor sport, 
being particularly fund of motoring, 
tenuis and various forms of water 
sport. She loves animals and can 
hold her own with the best of ama- 
teur horse-women.

We find nothing like lhat at the hup and 
Victor studios. If we feci that a scenario is not worth 
ihe trouble and money necessary Io produce it we arc 
permitted to say s«. 

"How did 1 get into lite movie*? Well that is a 
long, long Story. I was lioru in an unmcnlioiiahlc town 
in Illinois. Nil. I refuse to tell you just which one at 
I hardly believe it is mentioned oh the map. My 
parents were fine, old-fashioned, staid folks ami it is 
>till a mystery a* to jinst where I inherited my ten- 
dency towards (he stage, Hut I did. When I finished 
high school in my home town I journeyed to Cambridge 
and entered Harvard, The licst years nf nty life were . 
spent there. I enjoyed every uiimtte of my college life. 
Of course, that is not Io he wondered at as I had Ik-cu 
(torn and reared in a town where ihe mily excitement 
was ihe appearance once a day nf the train which shot 
by us like 3 streak of lightning I found elocution 
and theatricals vitally interesting and was cast to play 
roh-s in the college theatricals from the. clown to 
Hamlet. 



■"When I left college I returned to lite Middle West 
and lived in Chicago. I was more determined than 
ever t« adopt the stage as my life's work and waa 
engaged hy H. J. Sargent to play small parts in his 
company then in the 'Windy City.' I had many tips 
and downs, numerous discouragements, hut the fight 
to gain recognition held a fascination for me which 
words fail to express. I did fifcht nod after a season 
with Modjeska, two seasons with Booth and Barrett, a 
lour with the elder Salvini, I was cast for an hn- 
jriirtaut role in the original cast of 'Shenandoah,' which 
opened in New York and played to successful houses 
for a long period, in ihe metropolis of (he theatrical 
world, 

'"However, it was in "Friends' thai I gained ihe high- 
est point in my career, In litis play I was featured 
as the actor-piauist. < I forgot i" tdl you thai I had 
studied musk for years and at one lime was church 
organist for cms of (hi- higgest churches in Chicago.) 
In 'Friends' I found the rare opportunity which comes 

hut once in a lifetime. I really i I myself. The 

result was a great, success. The play loured the coun- 
try for four years with excellent support at all times. 

"It was just ahoul six years ago thai I met Mr 
Ivlwin Thaiihausef. We were verv good friends and 
when b« opened the studios iii New Roehelle he a>ked 
me to try my hand at directing, t had been stage 
director for George Fawcett and had a good idea nf 
handling situations for the theatrical stage, hut [ had 
much to learn when it came to filming, as that was an 
entirely different matter. The very novelty of it, how- 
ever* was one of ■ the greatest attractions, and before 
long I felt that I preferred ihe pictures in the stage.

Promoting Patriotism by 
the Photo-Play 

BY ERNEST A. DENCH 

An appeal through the eye has a 
far greater power of leaving an ever- 
lasting impression than by having to 
visualize the thing in cold print or 
listen to a lecturer. Far he it from 
my intention to decry the power of 
the pen, but it must be admitted That 
ordinary photographs convey a thing 
more easily. With the motion pic- 
ture, however, one can go one better. 

All this is by way of introduction 
to the subject of patriotism and the 
film. Patriotism is one of the many 
things that can he stimulated by the 
motion pictures. Tn the United 
States it has been of considerable 
assistance in advocating a more sane 
celebration of Independence Day. 
Not so many years ago the day was 
given up to boisterous revels, fire- 
work celebrations, and like danger- 
ous things, whjeli caused many 
deaths. Appropriate pictures were 
prepared, drawing attention to the 
disastrous effects of such methods of 
showing one's patriotism. The "look- 
ing glass" lectures sunk in and now 
the greatest holiday in the United 
States is celebrated u^ a quiet man- 
ner. 

In the time of a crisis like the 
present European war, the cinema- 
tograph can do an immense amount 
of good. Of the glut of war dramas 
that the British producers have pre- 
pared with the intention of inspiring 
patriotism in the breasts nf the 
people of the nation there arc some 
that rank as absolute piffle. There is 
a certain latitude in fiction, but to 
simple, impressive folk like those 
that reside in rural England it lead 1 * 
them to believe that war is mere 
child's plav when they see fas in one 
film) all England's forces had been 
destroyed excepting a solitary acro^ 
plane. 

The tables of the tide of battle 
were turned by a young subaltern 
who alone saved his cnimtry from 
defeat. Such stuff as this is nothing 
else hut rubbish. The manufacturers 
who make a practice of hashing up 
Tar- fetched stories on these lines 
would do their country a far more 
"scful service by dressing up war 
facts into nlavs. hut never leaving 
the path of feasibility. 

And in the hist of haltle Served up 
in photo-plays it is a pitv the pro- 
ducers cannot devise something more 
mnvTntijM? than "smoke pots." 
These, placed out of focus of the 
camera, omit smoke fmnes, and when 
cun firing is in progress almost all 
the soldiers are covered ill a cloud 
of snmkc. In warfare today smoke- ' 
less powder is exclusively- eninloycd. 

One firm has set the meejw pre- 
paring a snecia! film which is really 
an instructive article in motion pic- 
ture form, for it (ells the cause of 
the war from the time of the plotters 
assassmatiue the Austrian Grand 
Duke and follows the outcome down 
to the outrages corn mit ted by the 
German soldie rc nn inoffensive Bel- 
gian citizens. The film will be added 
to week hv week as fresh develop- 
ments occur. 

Tt is not a very pleasant picture to 



behold, but it at least adheres to facts 
as we know them to be by the news- 
papers. Now there is a far greater 
purpose for pictures of this kind than 
showing them m theatres in the 



ordinary way. Every nation in war 
time is in pressing need of recruits 
and as conscription is the last thing 
to resort to in such countries us the

During her early years at 
school her intent was always toward 
the stage, and time and tunc again 
she appeared in trying roles in ama- 
teur performances, which she not 
only acted in, but wrote, staged and 
produced.

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A Menace to an Infant Art

AS recently as five years ago, the gentlemen 
who cater to the public's entertainment 
with the spoken drama were wont to tie- 
cry the motion picture art. ami tip to lgoS, the 
vaudeville managers, who were the first to pre- 
sent tlte productivity of the camera man. utilized 
the now magic screens ns an effective "chaser" 
with which to create an exodus of the seated 
audience. 

Incompetent vaudeville perforHKIS were de- 
graded by being relegated to "follow the pic- 
tures", a more humiliating punishment than to 
be programmed for the "Supper Show", a relic 
of the continuous performance now practically 
extinct. 

So befogged was the vision of the producers 
nf the spoken play, that they refused to engage 
an actor who had posed before the camera in 
the film studios; nevertheless, stage folk 
-lam'peded the studios where they snort reflected. 
I heir improved environment. Legal and bind- 
ing contracts, salaries paid with clncklike' regu- 
larity for fifty-two weeks in the year, evenings 
to themselves, much of their lime spent in the 
open country, and humane treatment, were belt 
a Few of the inducements which lured the players 
from the precarious older field. 

In one studio in the city of I.os Angeles, 
where the Mutual brand nf film is made, there 
are three directors of plioto-plays, who are now 
earning front S60.000 to S100.OO0 annually. 
These are: D. W. Oriffitli, Thomas II. Ince and 
Mack Scnnett. Not one of the three ever 
earned as much as $00 a week on the speaking 
stage. Griffith began less than eight years ago 
as an "extra" at $5.00 a day with the Tiiograph 
Company. 

That Griffith now is paid the unbelievable 
honorarium of $2000 a week, is not doubted bv 
those who comprehend what the Belaseo of 
Movieland has achieved. It was he who invented 
lite so called "Close up" and "Switch Hack" which 
have imparted to the photn-plav the realism that 
may have induced Charles Frohman to proclaim 
that in the future he will insist on authors and 
players "putting it over" in true "Movie" style.. 

Tiiccvtlle is the name tif a Motion picture town 
near I.os Angeles, where Ince produces the bis; 
features; such as, "Gettysburg* 1 and "The Wrath 
of the Gods". Recently, at a I.os Angeles play- 
house. Ince produced a nlav written by himself 
and his scenario editor, William Clifford, which 
scored so emphatically that Al. IT. Woods is to 
present the production at Ihe Eltingc theatre — 
a decision that has caused many experienced 
showmen to predict that the now wcalthv pro- 
ducers for the "Movies" will offer reprisal in 
resentment for the theatrical producers enter- 
ing their realm. 

There are to-day, a score of photo-players 
who earn in excess of Sjoo a week, who never 



were paid one-sixth of that salary on ihe speak- 
ing stage. John Bunny was paid $1000 a week 
;it JIauuuerstein's Victoria Theatre at three dif- 
ferent periods within a year, [tunny's earnings 
were as large as Ihe presidents of the United 
States. More than one Broadway produce r of 
plays had endeavored to entice the great mirth- 
maker to "star" in a spoken play. 

But 1 tunny had not forgotten his vicissitudes 
in the older field. Less than four years ago, he 
appeared at the Yttagraph studio in Brooklyn 
with a plaintive appeal for permanent work, and 
a surely paid salary regardless of the amount — 
$40 a week was offered and this Bunny aceepled 
with such alacrity, that the contract was signed 
without the least scrutiny. 

Ill the same Yilagraph Company, one may 
observe Ihe inspiring spectacle of erstwhile 
Broadway favorites of the spoken drama, en- 
trenched as directors, authors, and stars. No 
less than leu perform this triple service — not 
one could be induced In change his or her en- 
vironment. Charles Kent, long with I'rohmau, 
has been with the Yifagraph for nine years, anil 
recently cast for the role of Daniel : be was called 
upon to enter a den where his sole company 
was three ferocious lions. 

Kent's res]K>nse, when asked by the writer 
why he assumed such a risk, is characteristic 
of the gratitude of the players for what the new- 
art has meant to them — Said he, 

"How could I refuse the 'dear Yilagraph 
Company' anything it would ask of me?" 

Ami now. when hundreds of actors and act- 
resses have found a refuge in the film studios, 
many living happily in their homes near by, 
there is looming on the horizon the first menace 
to their peace and happiness — in that the 
theatrical producers, who threatened an embargo 
on those who dared to anpcnr in photo-plays, 
are themselves rushing pell-mell, one after the 
other, into filmdom, bent upon creating the 
same upheaval for the gold laden new art. thai 
has caused their undoing in the field of the 
theatre. 

Like the discoverers of a new Klondike, the 
bankrupted Barons of Lone Acre Square are 
now bringing into filmdnm the same haphazard 
methods of business procedure, that caused the 
disastrous stage conditions throughout the coun- 
try, anil has brought ahout the spectacle of fewer 
producers of spoken plavs than at any period 
since those days when the "fly by night" and 
"tie walker" were conspicuous captions in the 
public press. 

Will the enidemic of theatrical producers and 
Ihe wholesale adaptation to the screen of one 
lime stage successes, cause a retrograde move- 
ment in what, up to now, is conceded to he the 
most lucrative line of endeavor since public en- 
tertaining was inaugurated? Who shall say?

What risks 
the players take lie cares not a jot. 
All the wink lie is lliinkmg of how 
exciting he can make it for his own 
personal greed. 

N'nu', why not compel the author 
to carry out his sensational stunts 
personally? Tims, if be decrees ibat 
ihe hem shall leap from the top of 
a ten-si ory burning building by a 
parachute in order that he may 
rescue ihe herohte from the fifth 
floor, have him play the part of the 
- hero, If he refuses he can be 
branded as a coward. Xo doubt if 
ibis eaniL- into force he would only 
write "tame" plays and so hack out 
of risking his liti-. At any rate, it 
won hi cure bin" of his, don't-care 
habit. 

The producer is just as had often- 
times. He goes heynnd his author- 
ity, for he does not seem to under- 
stand that he has actors, not circus 
performers. He should be com- 
pelled to insure heavily the fives be 
lias in bis keeping and pay the in- 
surance money himself. 

The next reform is to reward the 
players for the bravery they display 
If the hero has to lie saved from 
drowning, tbe heroine should be 
awarded with" a medal according to 
the extent of the risk involved. Tt 
would act a* an encouragement and 
likewise create jealousy among the 



players, for there would be a great 
glut of heroines and heroes, with no 
villains to carry On their dirty work. 

At the end of every film we would 
sec the idol of the story being deco- 
rated with a medal— not a putty one. 
I hope. 

In due time the extent of a 
player's popularity would be deter- 
mined by the number of medals won. 

Instead of cr.iilks and meddlers 
regarding sensational pictures" with 
disgust and horror,, they would learn 
in appreciate litem because of the 
pluck displayed Iteing ademialely re- 
warded. Faking would also be uo 
more. 

After all. it is only right that the 
players be regarded as genuine 
heroes like those in real life. 

Another chtss of sensational play 
necessitates expense raiher than dan- 



gers. Sometimes an outlay of sev- 
eral thousand dollars is incurred. 
The manufacturer, of course, is ill 
business to make money and the 
tasiest way to reap more is to regu- 
larly employ a gang of crooks who 
are unscrupulous enough to stop at 
nothing. 

We will suppose, a train wreck is 
needed, The signalman can be 
drugged or kidnapped and then the 
safety of the public i= in tbe bands 
of the train wreckers. The rest is 
easy. While the CTook*; flee from 
the scene of their crime, the camera 
man can he calmly turning the 
handle. 

I commend this plan to ail pro- 
ducers as a real money saver* hut E 
cannot be held responsible for the 
aftermath.

TIM: real growth of the moving-picture in- 
dustry began when the film maiuifaclurcrs 
discovered that stories Could he visualized 
in sequence and concretely "pui over" on ihc 
screen. This happened in 100S. A Western film 
concern, known its the S ,-ttnl A (Kssauay) Com- 
pany, lt;ti] offered a prize of $100 for the man 
or woman who could suggest :ni appropriate 
lillc for ils productivity, tht-tt gradually assum- 
ing a higher plane, 

The prize was won by Kdgar Strakosch. of 
lite famous family of impresarios <■!" that name. 
Strakosch suggested [he title "Hiotij-play." 
"I bus was born tile silent drama which has 
changed tlie ma)> of the theatre all over the 
world, creating the sixth in importance of Ihc 
world's industries and has converted seventy- 
fivc per cent, of mankind into persistent patrons 
of llie theatre of silence. 

The earuera man and his productivity was no 
longer to be utilized by vaudeville managers as 
a "chaser" to drive the puhlic out of the play- 
houses; instead, there came into lilmilom a group 
of determined men ami not a few women who 
began 10 erect liijon theatres from empty stores. 
1 >l' these in New York City there were no fewer 
than too in KJOCJ. Like the peach in the orchard, 
they grew and the "Xieolel" movement spread 
throughout the land with such impetus that hy 
the end of 1909 there were 12.000 "Xicolels" 
where the people came to worship the magic 
screen in the flitted States. 

In t<jn3*. siinnllaiieiitis with the advent of the 
photo -play. The Motion I'icltirc 1'atenls Com- 
pany was horn, consisting of the amalgamated 
film manufacturers, as follows; The Kdison 
Company, of t Irangc. X. J.; The Vitagraph Com- 
pany, i.f Brooklyn; The Kalem. Melies anil liio- 
graph Companies, of Xew York : The Lnliiti 
Company, of I'liiladelphia ; The Selig and I'.ssa- 
tiav Companies, id" Chicago, ami George Klcinc. 
who at that peril id controlled the output of lite 
I'rhan t who now owns the Kinetnacolor Com- 
pany) anil Eclipse I foreign). 

These combined manufacturers were indeed 
a formidable hotly, yet the ink was not dry 1111 
their corporation prospectus, when there CttlUC 
mi the scene a half dozen independents who 
built studios and inside of a year these com- 
petitors of the so-called picture trust were re- 
leasing from 2t to _>S reels a week, about the 
same quantity as (he Patents Combine, and as 
for quality it need only he slated that these 
independents are survived today by the Mutual 
and I'niversal Film Corporations, The former 
paiil 11 per cent, on ils common stock for the 
first year, while the laller company's stock is 
so closely held thai recently one holder of 
minority stock who began sis venrs ago on a 
shoe-string, convertine: a "Xieolet" into a film 
studio, sold a part of his holdings for exactly 
SjSo.ooo. 

Stage folk did not stampede the studios at 



the outset of the photo-play's vogue. In fact, 
from it,t)R to iijio, the photo-players were as 
a rule selected haphazard, hut fur all that, it 
is only a truth to slate that some of the real 
stars of the screen of today over whom the 
people rave arc the same intrepid individuals 
who entered the studios unknown ami without 
the least stage experience. 

The "Broncho I Silly" of the screen was an 
actor of the kind one saw in the 10. ji> and 
30-ecjit theatres fifteen years ago. If vim ask 
him he will tell you thai he never knew what 
real money was till he became a camera actor. 
The same "I'lroneho I'illy" is a millionaire, anil 
he recently invested half a million in a San Fran- 
cisco play -house which he now conducts as a 
legitimate theatre. Mis name is Gilbert M. An 
der-iin and he is a half owner of the K-sauay 
h'ilm Company. 

John r.tuttiy goi S-|ti each seven tktya when 
lie joined the Vitagraph Company less than four 
years ago. Ilunny's stage career was of the 
same precarious nature a< the average thes- 
pian's. yet the same I 'tinny can now become a 
1 1 roadway star of the speaking slage and write 
Ilis own contract. I laimnerslein paid lituuiv 
Jljooo a week, four different weeks within a 
year. When Bunny was in doubt as to whether 
he could "make 1 good" the impresario told him 
if he just walked across the stage and made a 
few faces he will have earned the $IjOOO fully. 

Alice Joyce, the star of the Kalem Company. 
never was on the stage at all, vet if she chouses 
in enliven her film vogue into cash by way of 
vaudeville, a la Bunny, her weekly pay envelope 
wottld excite ihe envy of a grand-ojiera diva. 
Anita Stewart, of die Vitagraph Company, had 
no slage experience ami has only liven acting 
before the eye of the camera two years, never- 
theless, this eighteen-year-old girl is now tine of 
the foremost stars of the screen, and m "\ 
Million Hid" gave a portrayal which has caused 
her name to become a sight draft on the public 
purse all over the world. 

Rosemary Tltehy i l.i'.liin). Dorothy Kelly and 
Margaret Gibson ( Vitagraph), never trod the 
boards in the llcsh.

Theatre in New York, own a score 
ur inure Canadian play-houses ill not one of 
which is there a stnue tor the actor in the llesh 
to appear mi. The Strand Theatre has not had 
one week since iis inaugural night that less than 
40.OOO persons have paid fur admission. As 
high lis $2,000 is taken at the box office in one 
il'ii and the Ileal of June anil .Inly has hail 110 
perceptible effect. 

There are -evciily-lwo film studios in or near 
Los Angeles, the eilv which has become the pro- 
ducing centre for lhe industry. A dozen new 
-unlios are now in lhe course of erection. Sclig. 
of Chicago, has a $1,000,000 studio ami a S-*xv 
i h ki Zoo. There are 110 less than four exclusively 
moving tiiclure towns, such as Universal City, 
governed by the photo-players, and Inceville, 
named a iter "Turn" luce, another $100,000- 
a-vear director who began five years ago as an 
"extra" at $;; a day. 

The average length of a film is 1.000 feet. 
Such productions as "Cabrria" and "Xcpiune's 
Daughter" are in eight part,, requiring S.000 
feet of fdm. The first named cost Si.VjOoo to 
produce, the hist named $40/1x1. Annette Kel- 
lenuaiiii. the direr, was paid S.t"o a week while 
the production was being filmed am! is to re- 
ceive 25 per cent, of the profits nil all the pro- 
ductions throughout lb* world — aUmt 100 copies 
are planned. Mi-s kcllcmiaiin has refused lo 
>ell out her interest. 



In the city of Mount Yertiun, X. Y. (popu- 
lation 30,000} there are seven theatres which, 
combined, attract in excess of the population; 
that is to say. tickets are purchased for more 
than 30,000 persons each sis days. Yet this 
same Mount Vernon five years ago could not 
support one theatre. The day lias passed when 
suburban amusement towers arc forced to pay 
transportation to the metropolis. The "neigh- 
borhood" theatre has created a nation of con- 
tented play-goers. P. I". Proctor has stated thai 
he boirt his million-dollar playhouse in Mount 
Vernon from the profits of four years in what 
once was called "The Hoodoo Theatre." but 
which Proctor called the Dijon Dream. Even 
after 1 "rector's palatial playhouse, seating 3.500 
was opened, the erstwhile hoodoo continued to 
"pack "em in" day and night. Truly, it is an 
amazing illustration of a public knowing what 
it wants. 

Many photo-players direct as well as act in 
film prtHluclions. while the number that write in 
addition the scenarios is amazingly large. In 
lhe Vilagraph and Edison companies there are 
110 le-s than a score of men and women who 
perform this triple service, resulting in an in- 
come far in excess of the best they ever had in 
the older field of the theatre. 

The lirsl theatrical man |o invest bis capital 
in filmdom was David Warficld, who was a 
pioneer in lhe "Xieolcl" I store theatre) move- 
ment. Warficld is even now a partner of Mar- 
cos l.oew. hut while lie has made a fortune oil 
llle exhibiting side of the industry, Warficld 
has not yet permitted his artistry 10 be revealed 
on ihe screen. Siuo.cxxi was olTcrcd for "lhe 
Music Master" alone. It was Warficld who ad- 
vised I'elasco to produce photo-plays. The dean 
of playwrights has, however, large film interests 
the same as Warlield. 

Many women are exhibitors^ producers and 
even manufacturers. Florence Turner, famous 
as "The Vitagrnpli Girl," is producing in her 
own studio in London, Kngland. Helen Oard- 
ncr built a studio at Tappart, X. Y„ where she 
produced "Cleopatra" with great success. ( hie 
of the pioneer exhibitors of Amoving pictures in 
Xew York wa-. "The Baroness Wane." 

Daniel I'rohnirtn started whal is called the 
"Theatrical Movement" in the lilm world two 
years ago. when lie accepted an offer to become 
the artistic head of "Famous Players Company." 
Charles b'rohman does not deny today that he 
made fun of brother Daniel at thai time, but 
lhe tetter saw the Famous Players grow in two 
vcar- to prodigious heights and now the the- 
atrical managers are mshmg pell mell into the 
gold-laden arena. Even Charles Frolmmn him- 
self has capitulated, while the theatrical syndi- 
cate and the Messrs. Sbubert have each affiliated 
with a mighty film concern. 

The one cloud on the horizon is the fear that 
lhe on-rash of bankrupted theatrical producers 
into lhe newer field will bring about an upheaval 
such as has caused producing for the -peaking 
stage to iKcomc more hazardous than at any 
period in stage history.

What is truly the universal lan- 
guage ? Some aver that Esperanto 
fills the bill, but this is wrong, for 
the language has not achieved an 
appreciable amount of success- 

In seeking for the most popular 
exponent we n:ii up against the mo- 
tion picture. Its language is really 
unique — ihere is no alphabet to abide 
by except the rides of facial expres- 
sion and gesture. These are the 
mediums which the photo-players 



substitute for the use of the -poken 
word. 

Vet even today the photo-drama 
lias not reached such a hifdi stale of 
perfection whereby it is possible to 
get the meaning over entirely hy 
dumb motion. There arc quite a 
number nf things iha! necessitate 
the use of words. The^e appear on 
the screen either as sub- titles or 
screen messages. 

A skillful director will dispense 



with a gofM many of these, which 
woe Id be deemed absolutely neces- 
sary hy a less experienced hand.

He was as 
new iit the game as the company 
it>elf, hut 1 1 1 1 1 tr"k I >■ began to realise 
the possibilities pi the photo drama, 
and before leaving lids company to 
enter the field on his own account, 
develop more real motion picture 
stars than any other one man. Mary 
I'iekfonl. probably the Uesl known 
screen actress today, owes her suc- 
cess to this roan, and she freely ac- 
knowledges it, and to David -W. 
Griffith belongs the credit of develop- 
ing her from a raw recruit to the 
accomplished motion picture, star that 
she is at present. 

While still with the Hiograpb Co, 
Grsffitli conceived the idea of pro- 
ducing a film drama of the Rev. 
'J nomas Dixon's novel, "The Clans- 
in:!!!." After securing the cO-Opera- 
liou of Mr. Dixon who, hy the way, 
would allow only t Ii-lt son tit a Con- 
federate soldier to triclHrize hi-* hook, 
prepared a tentative scenario and 
then settled down to four months 
of study and research before he ac- 
tually began rehearsing and taking 
the picture.. He consulted the best 
authorities in his earnest desire to 
he positive of his historical facts, 
and when this four mouths, of study 
and prepatalion were ended, he took 
another e%ltt months to complete the 
picture, which is presented in tbir- 
teen reels and called '"The Birth oi 
a Nation," It shows the history of 
the South from the beginning of the 
Civil War through the re-coustruc- 
tfi in period, and is a masterpiece 
among ""uiovies" an4 the first to reach 
the two-dollar seat scale of the legiti- 
mate stage. The picture is drawing 
crowds at every performance in four 
of 1 lie largest American cities ami 
lias proved far more succe^sh 1 ! than 
any of the regular stage production-, 
of (he pa>t season. 

Viewing [Ms tihu. one wonders at 



its massiveness, hut few actually 
realize the great amount of work, 
the difficulties the untiring effort 
and the vast amount oT money ex- 
pended to place it before the public. 
Passing over iht: preliminary work 
and rehearsals, let us see just what 
was required to actually film the 
thirteen thousand feet of motion 
pictures. 

In directing the battle scenes, Mr. 
Griffith utilized the telephone for the 
first time in making motion pictures. 
He directed thousands and thousands 
of people in this way. This was 
done from r switchboard from which 
ran underground wires to all parts 
of the battlefield. tu this manner 
Griffith was able to keep in touch 
with all his assist ants. These great 
battle scenes were the first ever 
taken by a motion picture camera 
at night. Elaborate preparations bad 
to be made and several inventions 
were discovered on the spot to ac- 
complish the desired end. Patented 
illuminators were distributed over an 
area of two miles to get one mid- 
night battle scene. In this part of 
the film one may see bursting bombs, 
under the glare of the giant illumi- 
nators, ami a Line of trenches, 
^reletting over a territory three miles 
long. 

Jn the scenes showing the murder 
of President Lincoln, and the event?, 
k-ading up to this tragedy, history is 
followed to the letter. Over eight- 
een authorities were consulted to get 
the proper atmosphere and the exact 
details. Ford's Theatre. Washing- 
ton, is shown in the film, and it was 
necessary to construct an exact dupli- 
cate of the original, the actual dis- 
tances being faithfully followed, even 
to the twelve-foot leap which Booth 
made, from the boik, after firing the 
fata! shut. These scenes arc vouched 
for by eye-witnesses who retain a 
vivid recollection of what happened 
that night. J11 seeing this part of 
the picture you actually feel as if 
yon were inside the theatre and see- 
ing the events pictured in reality. 

Before beginning the work of 
filming the story, Mr. Griffith spent 
over four months of study. The 
actual work of making tbe picture 
intik a little over eight months, so 
lhat it meant a year's wmk to secure 
the thirteen thousand feet of film. 
As a matter of fact many thousands 
ol feet more were taken, but not 
used, and the picture today is hi 
thirteen reels of a thousand feet 
each, taking about two hours to show, 

To get right down to figures, it 
might be mentioned thai iH.ooo people 
were employed in the making of this 
picture, together with 3,000 horses, 
while 1 2 square miles of country 
were used. It cost a good (Sized for- 
tune in money and i( has been seen, 
already, hy over 600,000 people, in 
four of the largest American cities^ 

It is the greatest picture ever pro- 
jected on (he screen and is prnving 
i"ore successful than any production 
nf the regular stage Is there any 
V'Miuler thai it is worth $i.OO a seat?

difficult piece of acting. She became 
tragic, even murderous, while still 
keeping ihe pathetic irresponsihility 
of extreme ynmh and inexperience, 
strained tn an insane pitch by hap- 
penings over which she bad no con- 
trol. 

With her beauty and dramatir aliit- 
itv, under the wise guardianship of 
D. W, Grifiitb. the Public may wc!l 
look for wonderful things from Miss 
Gish.

Ii always -viih-.il tu nie thai the arbitrary length of 
lj:oo net hunted tu .is directors greatly in the handling 
of the >l*»ry t ill ;ii i*. nt the nay we *houhl put it before 
the piihhc. Il was easy enough io jnii the'eomedy into 
300 feet, ivliieh was our only length, hut many dramas 
bad Mi hi- <n greatly curtailed in order that the full 
story might lie told that they were rendered jump*, 
their cutitiitiiity was completely Insi and much of their 
dramalic value was weakened fay the need for haste. 
I fell greatly hampered by the nccettsny for producing, 
in a comparatively shnrt time ami with limited facili- 
ties, stone* the arhiirary length, of which was 500 feci, 
It seemed impossible to gyve variety or streuglh to the 
program by tbe necessity of pudding, a delicate little 
-[•>ry and then of eiming down a world's liicrary 
masterpiece m that hardly even its great Story skeleton 
could he fCCOgnlaed in ibe five* reel productioR, In 
the ease of a great story, especially one that covered 
1 lap-c 01 time, mie fell that he was only giving chap- 
leaf heads in the bo-Jy <»i the work and any umnbiT 
<-f <ub-liiks cuhl not carry the Mary on witli any 
degree of unootltness or continuity. 

"When 1 saw the Hrsi multiple: reel feature that 
came to the Coast — Dante's "Inferno" — I felt that it 
opened immediately a market for toe special relea*o 
or feature film, because for the first time k offered 
tin: director an opportunity to wive to his productions 
the same care and the same power and tile same dra- 
matic strength by means of sttupcnse that bad always 
existed in the ittcatre, I tell t1i:«t 4 granted a story of 
sufficient power, the six or seven-reel would carry. 
i'>r a whik- at taut, and so when 1 was enabled to 
secure the contract to make the Jack London stariei 
and u-e my own* company, 1 found a freedom and 
rlhnw room, so io speak, thai heretofore had been 
lacking in my work, fit-it, unfortunately, 1 had imi 
sufficiently considered the market end of the making 
i>f motion pictures — a fault thai I fear I share with 
most directors— and 1 did not consider tbe unfortunate 
length of a seven-reel picuire which would preclude 
the exhibitors from getting two audiences or at most 
three per day. Hut that soon filled itself and I re- 
duced from seven reels to a limit of live, which I COM* 
-idc.red (he ideal length for the average feature, ft 
necessitates rapidity ai movement, does away with 
padding, al least where the siory has inherited dra- 
matic strength and enables ihe director 1" give a crisp 
and strong story that should, in all respect*, he satis- 
factory. 

"Of course. I mil speaking now of the average release. 
Such wonderful nortcs as "Daivnut and Pythias/' 'Xes 
Miserable*** and "The Clansman"* arc exceptions, and 
onij became they are so iremendnudy strong that one 



can not lire, tin matter wba! their length. Bui, in- 
versely, while I was overw helmed hy the majesty 0$ 

Ihe production of "Cabiria" its dramatic story was so 
weak that 1 con Id not bane viewed it with interest 
the second time and that to me is always an indication 
of ihe power of any production 

"I feel thai llie special release of multiple length 
films lias had al least the great value Una il has given 
us greater freedom and what 1 might call elasticity in 

our productions, We arc not hound 10 tightly to a 
rigid form and can develop ihe length of our stories 
from the 500-fnoi length up. And I think are are rapidly 
appmaching the time when programs will he filled 
with combination* of reels of all lengths. Mich as two 
and three or four and «»nc, and the exhibitor will be 
alile to give an average five-reel program and infuse 
ini" it charm and variety which will add to the draw- 
ing pnw crs of his house. For one tiling all of us 
nin>t bear in mind with evt-ry hour of our work: we 
must not bore the public, and it ip the public that 
seems more and more Io demand variety which fur- 
nishes all forms »f entertainment. 

"Theatrical managers for years have vowed that 
Shakespeare spells ruin — so dues education, unless what 
we wish lit lell can lie administered in the form of a 
lioliis, like a pill coaled with jam, We are first and 
foremost amusement purveyors and t ill ink [hat WE 

Incline men may say. with pride, that there has been 
ess io criticize in our product from lis very inception 
than in any other form of amusement |b;u has been 
offered to the public. I think we have considered the 
mothers ami the children more than any other pur- 
veyors and when one consider^ bow easily «-e could 
film vulgar and salacious stmHWWf ami bow very, 
very rarely we have done so. I think we are all de- 
serving of credit. In the vast mitpui ■■! ihe pa*t seven 
years 1 have viewed many liad scenes but they were 
akvay* stupidly iwwl. nothing deliberately ur sugge>- 
tivfiy so. And thai is a fine thing t<» he able to sgjr. 
t*alileo saiil, as he left the chamber of llie council of 
leu, "And -ii]J it moves." Our busiue<-> has been mov- 
ing always onward and upward, and I am grateful 
beyond anything else in my life f'»r what '■mall share 
I nave been aide to add toward that upward movement 
"Two years ago the legitimate slage hegan to feel 
OUT competition keenly. It made ihe greatest mistake 
possible by trying to fight us with banal. Sfllacintts and 
degrading plays. Their one weapon to fight us wilh 
was our own weapon of purity and decency, and we 
all know the result. Had we, as mannfaeiurers. needed 
any such lesson il was shown to 11* then. \Yc came 
into our own through much Straggle, through adversity 
and ridicule on the part of the powers of ihe theatrical 
wnrtil. And I think now that we have won, the great 
men of our profession are wearing the laurel^ with 
heeoBBU-g nnwhMy. and who knows the wonders and 
expansion yet before us? The multiple reel, in niy 
opinion, has been a strong factor, a long step forward, 
-* tu speak, in this expansion, ft wa« a g*vn| thini* 
and so I think it will survive. Ami the fact ihat we 
have already ceased to demand the arbitrary length 
of seven or more reels anil are giving all lengths, ac- 
cording to the value and importance of (he subject, 
will arid strength In the fooling already obtained be 
the special or feature reTeasc. 

"In my estimation, the entire fun-re nf Ihe film busi- 
ness rests absolutely upon the strong dramatic stor\. 
directed with tin utmost care ami acted hv the lies! 
neople nbtaiuahlc. We have lived thrniudi mane vogues. 
We are living through the vogue of llie well known 
play and the well known player. Roth are an acnui- 
-itton to the motion picture world in so far as thee 
oossess inherent dramatic strength and charm But a 
bad pla* - which has secured notoriete ihrough exploita- 
tion will fail, and deservedly so**

When completed, the new plant 
will. be one of the best equipped studio 
buildings in the country. All the 
very latest mechanical effects are 
being installed and the lighting 
equipment will not only ba the last 
word along these lines, but will 
include a number of new devices that 
have recently been invented by the 
Lubin engineers. 

The present Lubin producing equip- 
ment now consists of two large plants 
in Philadelphia, another one at Betz- 
wood, Pa., and additional studios 
at Los Angeles, Cal., Phoenix, Ariz., 
Jacksonville, Fla., Brooklvn, N, Y., 
Atlantic City, N. J., and" Newport,-' 
R. I,

Bullets to Fire at Close Range 

One of the greatest sources of 
annoyance to Directors of Motion 
Pictures has-been the perfecting of a 
blank cartridge which could be fired 
close to the body. The ordinary 
cartridge will not do, as there is too 
great danger from the wads and the 
possible burns from powder. Many 
scenes are depicted on the screen where 
it is necessary for a revolver to be 
fired almost directly against the body 
of an actor. In quarrel scenes and 
action of that nature, the danger has 
been very great and many well- 
known picture stars have been seri- 
ously injured. 

James Vincent, who directed "The 
Melting Pot," ran up against just 
such a case not only in the Kishiney 
massacre scenes but especially in 
the one where the star. Walker White- 
side, is supposed to fall from a bullet 
wound delivered at close range. 
For three days Mr. Vincent was at 
his wits end, having had chemists at 
work on some sort of blank cartridge 
which would produce the smoke but 
not the usual flight of powder and 
shattered wadding, with unsatis- 
factory results. He spoke to Henry 
Redmond of his troubles and later 
on found Mr. Redmond, who is an 
experienced stage mechanic, out in 
the yard shooting a piece of paper. 
On investigation he found that Red- 
mond was experimenting with blanks. 
A half hour later Vincent was over- 
joyed to learn that the secret had 
been discovered. With this new 
cartridge of Redmond's, a revolver 
may be discharged at a small piece 
of paper, almost against it, and it 
will not even smudge it. 

These cartridges were used on Mr. 
Whiteside in "The Melting Pot" 
with good results. The secret which 
the chemists could not discover Mr. 
Redmond did and it is still the 
personal property of the latter. 



Work in "Work" 

The new series of Essanay-Chaplin 
comedies is now ready and will be 
released regularly every three weeks 
beginning with "Work," a two-reel 
comedy on June 21. The Chaplin 
comedies were held up temporarily 
in order to give Mr. Chaplin a good 
start so that the releases could be 
announced enough in advance so 
that the exhibitor would make ample 
plans for running it.

THE year 1905, commonly known 
in Russia as the "RED YEAR," 
marked the beginning of one of 
the most, horrible revolutions in the 
history _ of the world. The storm 
raging in that unhappy land caused 
the wreck of many a home and 
scattered its victims broadcast over 
the earth. 

The intellectual and artistic Rus- 
sia, writhing for centuries under the 
Cossack's lash, received an almost 
mortal blow, Russia's best and nob- 
lest sons had to choose between the 
gallows or the firing squad on one 
hand and voluntary exile to foreign 
lands on the other. 

From that year on, a steady stream 
of Russian celebrities from all fields 
of achievement, flowed to the shores 
of the United States. For the most 
part, the residence of these refugees 
here was transitory and while they 
reflected the indomitable Russian 
spirit, they cast but a faint ray of 
light, reminiscent of the fire burning 
beneath the frozen despotism of 
Russia and then disappear as quietly 
as they came. 

It was left to one of their number, 
Nicholas Dunaew, to bring to these 
uhores not only lofty ideals and high 
aspirations, but the grit and energy 
to struggle and to succeed in giving 
these ideals vivid expression amid 
foreign surroundings. Although well 
known in his own country and 
throughout Europe for his dramatic 
writings and powerful impersona- 
tions and characterisations, his ar- 
rival here was unheralded. Con- 
forming readily to the life and cus- 
toms of the people of the — to him — 
new country* he had to practically 
begin all over a^ain, but he attacked 
the problem with so much energy 
of purpose that his dramatic and 
literary efforts attracted such atten- 
tion that today he stands out a strong 
and dominating factor in the field of 
American motion- picture drama. 
Unlike the majority of his com- 
patriots, this plucky Russian learned 
the lesson of adapting himself to sur- 
roundings radically different from 
those amid which he was born and 
raised, but sound logic made it plain 
to him that it would be futile to try 
and , thoroughly master the new 
language. He therefore devoted his 
talents to the Silent Drama, an art 
calling upon its disciples to express 
in motion the innermost nooks and 
corners of a psychologically complex 



character. Mr. Dunaew's rise to 
prominence was meteoric. His artis- 
tic interpretation of difficult charac- 
terisations drew the attention of the 
greatest exponents of motion-picture 
art in the world. 

Nicholas Dunaew was born in 
Moscow, Russia, on May 26, 1884. 
His parents were well-to-do, of the 
nobility, and gave their son every 
advantage in their power. At the 
age of 17, Mr. Dunaew graduated 
from the high school and entered the 
university to study law. While 
studying in the university he became 
interested in dramatic writing and 
theatricals in general. Leaving col- 
lege before graduating, his interest 
in the theatre led him to adopt the 
stage as a profession and he began 
his histrionic career, touring the 
provinces in dramas by such noted 
men as Ibsen, Tolstoy, Shakespeare, 
Andreeff and Gorki. 

A few years in the provinces and 
Mr. Dunaew began writing and pro- 
ducing his own plays and in "The 
Vampire," the first original dramatic 
work from his pen, his success was so 
great that a tour of Continental 
Europe followed. Other plays from 
his pen attracted the attention of 
some of the best critics in Europe: 
Max Nordau, Okuloff, Davidow, and 
others, who began heralding him as 
the coming great writer. 

Since coming to this country, Mr. 
Dunaew has confined his efforts to 
the field of Silent Drama, where, 
within a remarkably short time he 
has earned a well-deserved reputa- 
tion, The Vitagraph's Broadway 
Star Feature, "My Official Wife" 
was the first picture in which he ap- 
peared, and not only played a part, 
but directed the Russian scenes that 
added the touch of i realism which 
made of it a masterpiece. Mr. Dun- 
aew's pliability and adaptability rec- 
ommends him to directors who require 
versatility in characterizations and 
this qualification keeps him one of 
the busiest of the Vitagraph army of 
stock members.

YOUNG married couples will be 
much interested in "The House 
of a Thousand Relations," a Victor 
two-reel comedy written and pro- 
duced by Harry C. Myers, released 
May 31. Brinsley Shaw and Rose- 
mary Theby ably support Mr. Myers 
in as screamingly funny a domestic 
comedy as has been produced in 
the history of the Victor studio. 

The play relates the trials and 
troubles of a young married couple 
who first try living in a furnished room 
and "eating out" and then go into 
a boarding house where the unsani- 
tary cooking, the.' tough meat and 
the leviathans of the bed sheets drive 
them to distraction. After several 
weeks of boarding-house life the young 
couple notice an ad in the paper, 
reading: "Why board when you can 
rent a bungalow for $15.00 a month?" 

The young coupler pay a visit to 
tbe^ suburbs of the town where 
various real estate and bungalow 
agents take them in tow and hustle 
them about trying to interest them 
in their properties. Finally the newly- 
weds meet a persuasive agent who 
takes them to a delightful little 
bungalow with which they are so 
. pleased that they pay a large deposit 
down, intending to purchase' it later 
on. 

Proud of their acquisition, the 
Newlyweds fit their bungalow home 
.up In fine style and then, in order to 
show folks how they are getting along, 
they invite their relatives and friends 
to come to visit them. They do not 
realize how interested all the world 
is in their coming and going and 
their doings and undoings. Their 
wholesale invitations, a few of which 
they hope will be accepted, result in 
a horde of visitors, cousins, sisters and 
aunts and friends, arriving by every 
train. The visitors arrive by trolley, 
by jitney and motor 'bus, by velo- 
cipede, motor cycle, automobile, 
bicycle and on foot, until there seems 
no end to them. The men in the 



party visit the cellar and test the 
furnace, rap on the pipes, sound the 
walls and turn the hot water heater 
in the bathroom on and off until it 
threatens to explode. They browse 
around in the attic, looking for leaks 
in the roof and comment on the price 
paid for the first load of coal. Some 
of them try to borrow the lawn 
mower and other garden implements 
while their wives are busy scouting 
around the kitchen and dining-room 
inspecting the linen, the silver, the 
kitchen utensils, the contents of 
the ice box—and other modern im- 
provements. The children mean- 
while are running about, tearing the 
table cloth alt the table which has 
been set for two, while the babies, of 
which there are no less than fourteen, 
keep up a continual howling and 
squawking. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Newlywed are 
in hysterics at the way they have 
been dispossessed. Newlywed visits 
a neighbor to whom he tells his 
troubles and is given a place to sleep 
in the barn. Mrs. Newlywed visits 
the grocery store and orders enough 
groceries and provisions to last her 
guests for a fortnight, but as she 
. returns she finds that still more of 
them are arriving. They crawl 
in through the windows and force 
their way into the parlor and living 
room, already crowded to capacity. 
Those who are on the job show the 
more recent arrivals about with great 
good nature, pulling out drawers and 
upsetting things in general. 

Grandpa arrives. The old gentle- 
man has a gouty foot and the children, 
tickled to death to see him, jump 
all over it and arouse the old boy to 
a frenzy. He lays about him right 
and left with his cane and all but 
cleans out the place. Like flies return- 
ing to their prey, the visitors swarm 
back again as soon as Grandpa has 
subsided and start all over again to 
entertain each other. Mr. and Mrs. 
Newlywed- run around in circles as 
they 3ee their little bungalow gradu- 



ally giving way before the onslaughts 
of their guests. 

The wife and husband are so 
nervous that they don't know what 
to do next. Finally their guests 
yell all together that they want 
something to eat. The wife goes to 
the kitchen and makes up endless 
sandwiches, which the husband dis- 
tributes in each room of the entire 
house to members of their families.

WllllDm Russell, in "Tbe Diamond from 
the Sky," Shows Physical Frowesa 

Superb strength of William Russell, 
who plays the rote of Blair Stanley 
in "The Diamond From the Sky/' is 
shown to great advantage in chapter 
nine of the stupendous continued pho- 
toplay. Blair has become infatuated 
with Vivian, the adventuress. He 
gives her ''The Diamond From the 
Sky" and she becomes his wife. At 
the altar handcuffs are snapped on 
Blair's wrists. In a fit of rage Blair 
(Russell) deals about him vicious 
doubled-handed blows with his man- 
acled fists. The fight is apparently 
uneven, but Russell becomes so 
enthusiastic in the melle that his 
foes are literally mowed from his 
path at each swing of the shackled 
arms.

Later he attended 
an institution of physical culture and 
became known as a gentleman boxer. 
He holds tbe heavyweight amateur 
title in a number of eastern states. 

Earl Frazier, the sculptor, once 
asked Russell to strip before him. 
After Frazier and others had taken 
precise, measurements of waist, thighs, 
shoulders, arms, neck, chest and legs, 
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the sculptor declared the film star 
was one of the most perfect physical 
specimens of marihood that ever had 
come to his notice. 

"Big Bill," as Russell ia affection- 
ately known throughout filmland, 
makes a specific point to be always 
in the best of physical condition. He 
eats but two meals a day — a heavy 
breakfast and a fairly heavy dinner. 
In the interim, if he finds the pangs 
of hunger becoming too severe, he 
drinks a tumbler full of orange juice. 
Russell agrees with the scores of 
physicians who contend the present- 
day noon meal in which we all, or 
most of us, indulge, is entirely un- 
necessary. 

"Try my plan for a week/' Russell 
urges. "You'll find it hard for the 
first day or two. After that you'll be 
surprised. You'll feel 60 per cent 
better and be able to do yourself 60 
per cent more justice, whether you 
are a moving picture actor, a bank 
president or a pitkle picker on a 
penal farm."

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J. Stuart Blackton — Director, Artist, Man

WHEN* I speak of J. Stuart 
Blackton, I can. without ex- 
aggeration, designate him as 
great. In order to discuss a matter 
and all of the fundamental facts per 
taining to it, candidly and fairly, one 
must neither fear the past nor spare 
the present. In the past,, the cinc- 
matneraphic art still awaited its 
Shakespeare, who would create the 
ideal drama and the cinematographic 
play. In fact, the art of the cine- 
matograph was a mere suggestion, a 
formless shell, which has 
now reached the ideal of 
beauty and of life. What 
the cinematograph in 
reality had awaited was 
simply the idealistic ar- 
tisan, Now, through Mr. 
T. Stuart Blackton and 
Mr, Albert E. Smith, on. 
of this mere suggestion 
bag arisen the great cinc- 
inaUigraphic art. The 
awakers of this art have, 
therefore, become giants 
and magnates in the 
cinematographic world. 

I will now state just 
why, from my point of 
view, as observer, actor 
and critic, I regard Mr. 
L Stuart Blackton as 
founder of this art. 

First, the artistic 
knowledge of the cam- 
era and Mr. Blackton's 
life experiences com- 
bined, result in the real- 
ism so commendable in 
liis creations. Realism 
ip. in our time, the foun- 
dation stone of art. and 
inaiitlv of the art of 
cinematograph. 

Secondly, in order 
that the audience may be 
able tn live and play 
with the actor, the ex- 
perienced hand of the 
resourceful director is 
indispensable, and in 
this regard, lift. Black- 
ton is inexhaustible in 
original ideas, fine com- 
prehension, energy, dar- 
ing and patience, quali- 
ties absolutely necessary 
for the production of 
good virile pictures. 

I have often looked on as Mr. 
Blackton has directed, and with the 
aid of his Vitagraph stars, has staged 
pictures rich in thought and beauty. 
Every picture a natural, uncon- 
strained reflection of life. Each 
picture distinctive, and through the 
skilled hand of this director, the 
smallest detail had its significance, 
each gesture of the artist expressed 
a thought. I will put it even more 
plainly by saying that if all the so- 
called star directors would seek to 



imitate Mr. Blackton or Mr. David 
Griffith, they would shine a bright 
constellation of stars in an otherwise 
cloudy tirmsment- 

I do not attempt to maintain that 
Mr. Blackton, Mr. Griffith, Mr. Ralph 
I nee. and M r. James Young have 
made no mistakes in their pictures, 
nor that they have always had un- 
alloyed success, but their mistakes 
have been those of the skilled artisan, 
through which new discoveries have 
been made and their art perfected.

Simply this: We all know the. aes- 
thetic difference between electric light 
and Rodin's famous statue "Le Pen- 
seur" — electric light gives (he almost 
perfect illusion of daylight, but Ro- 
din's statue gives something greater, 
it is the artistic embodiment of life 
itself. Many directors arc like the 
electric licht hut do not give the 
realism and beauty of life as does Mr. 



Blackton in his creations nor as Rodin 
in his statue. 

Under M r. Blackton's masterful 
direction, the talented Vitagraph 
players give forth pictures of greatest 
cultural worth.

T shall 
be proud and happy to 
dill myself a pupil of 
Mr. Blackton's. and shall 
earnestly strive to the 
best of my ability, to 
follow in the path of 
real i sin and idealism, 
which he has blazed 
through the unexplored 
forest of difficulties. 
— ARTIST - 
In order to understand 
the character of an ar- 
tistic creation, to justly 
estimate the soul in the 
work of a poet -artist, 
one must himself t pos- 
sess the strong poetic in- 
stinct, and be familiar 
with creative form in general.

The horns, the rag 
carpet, the rusty kitchen utensils, the 
moth-eaten caribou head, everything 
was as natural as though it was real.

■nits, the stained shirts, were real. 
Nothing was overdone. Everything 
had a touch of Canadian life.

Vim don't sue the some one. but the 
sign, "Doctor's Office," and the plead- 
ing of a roughly-dressed man. implies 
that someone is ill, that the someone 
Owes the doctor money, and, finally, 
the doctor's humanitarian instincts 
compel him to gn to the sick person. 
It required quite some effort tn con- 
vey the meaning of the scene— but 
pantomime did it. Pantomime can 
do anything. 

"I am proud of the results achieved 
by our watchman and hope he proves 
valuable cnouch to cause every pro- 
ducer to install one."

The drama of hope— *be writing 
of a photo-play, the passionate hope 
of acceptance ; the tedious writing, 
and then — rejection to dampen en- 
thusiasm I Ever experienced it ? I 
thought so. But is the producer at 
fault ? Don't you believe he can spot 
a real good thing? Think it over. 
Be honest with yourself. A scenario 
editor receives something like hun- 
dreds of scripts weekly. To sort out 
the wheat from the chaff, to find the 
very few that savor of originality, 
and are properly detailed, is a weari- 
some task. Merit tells in the synap- 
sis, and the average editor invariably 
knows by reading same whether 
the photo-play is likely to possess ac- 
ceptable qualities. Boil the synopsis 
down. Don't overtax time and pa- 
tience with rambling unnecessary 
words before coming to the pith of 
your story. Practice hard and you 
can fully explain En from 200 to 300 
words. Do not adopt the narrative 
strain. 

If you would know how it is done, 
read the synopsis issued by the pro- 
ducing firms, Remember that the 
threadbare plot won't do. It is 
spotted at once. But should a story 
emerge from out the common rut, 
with interest well sustained and 
scenes faithfully portrayed with 
judgment and ability, your chances 
arc in the ascendant. 

You will have favorably impressed 
the reader and your script retained 
for its further possibilities to be con- 
sidered. 

To look hack, when the moving 
picture business was in its infancy, 
the efforts flashed on the magic 
screen were of the. "anything-wiil-do" 
order. 

The movie-going public were not so 
fastidious as nowadays, and any old 
plot hashed np would pass muster. 
In fact, the taking of pictures proved 
comparatively easy, You doubtless 
recall the predominance of soot and 
chases ; the general lack of contin- 
uity in the stories; the vague and dis- 
connected scenes and the thousand 
and one shortcoming that were glar- 
ing and apparent. Thus the photo- 
play author came into his own. Ideas, 
plots and suggestions, were of a 
necessity required, and were duly ad- 
vertised for. 

The man in the street was struck 
by a passing idea I Why not try 
prentice hand? Why not ? It ap- 
peared all so simple to write photo- 
plays. The upshot of it was, replies 
came in shoals, written on every con- 
ceivable kind of paper, more often 
badly spelled or undecipherable. 

And the pay doled out was small, 
insignificant, but the aspiring serjjvt 
writers were well content if only to 
see their work on the screen. 

There is nn taste in nothing, and 
we prefer to smack our lips at the 
realisation of a fat check. This leads 
us to ihe requirements of the present- 
day producers. Gone are the days of 
shipshod films — they are relegated to 
the past, consequently the chances of 
the soulless and ignorant writer have 
lessened considerably. For time can- 
not be spared to lick such offering 
intn shape. 

Some producers still only purchase 
the synopsis, preferring their own 
staff writers to furnish the tech- 
nique. Why? For the simple reason 
that it remains for a select few to 
write a perfect nlinto-play, and the 
specimens they have received have 
doubtless bucked them up to this de- 
termination. Most firms, however, 
prefer and specify for plots to be 
arranged in working order; thus, 
east, synopsis, list of scenes, the 
scenario proper — that is, the plot 
perm set out in terse, tabloid scenes, 
Ihe scenes given in logical order 



Perhaps the hardest task of all is 
the writing of a comic script — some- 
thing genuinely funny without vul- 
garity, and with a hearty laugh in 
every scene. Doubt it? Have a- shot 
yourself and see. 

The art of visualizing a story can 
only be acquired by constant practice 
and observation. Seat yoursel I 
amidst a prosoective audience. Be 
your own critic, and unmerciful. Let 
your story be unfolded in proper se- 
quence, with an eye to suspense be- 
ing fairly maintained, and don't for- 
get to slowly develop the big situa- 
tion, which you propose to spring 
upon them with startling suddenness. 
If you have more than one all the 
better. _ Should the action strike yoti 
as being unreal and strained, it 
don't do. Take the audience in your 
confidence, let the pictures explain 
instead of mere words. Remember, 
also, what is clear to you — as the 
author — may be confusing to others, 
and an apt sub-title often sheds 
light But beware of too many 



screen messages. Cut out all you 
deem unnecessary, then repeat the 
action as often as possible. If your 
action is strong and vigorous, its true 
meaning becomes apparent. Master 
the art. Moreover, don't work up the 
excitement scene by scene, then be- 
coming indifferent or careless, let the 
interest fizzle out like damp squib. 
Another point, never become dis- 
heartened at rejections. It is a bad 
policy. After a script has returned 
several times like a prodigal, read it 
again; eliminate and add wherever 
possible, or, better still, rewrite it. 
Inspirations often come quite unex- 
pected, but it is inadvisable to sit 
down and wait their coming. Just 
keep on pegging away with unfail- 
ing obstinacy and purpose. Thus 
will you draw nearer to the long- 
looked for goal. 

Lastly, go to see the pictures often. 
It will not only entertain, but en- 
lighten you, and prove the means of 
avoiding the pitfall of plot repeti- 
tion, for in thinking out new ideas 
we should always remember that 
doubtless our ideas have already been 
forestalled, and that there is nothing 
new under the sun.

"V(m 
must bring me something: all the 
others did, and yon can give nic thin 
new d<ill." Sn arm in arm we go 
front the boose to the lawn, and tell 
our lib, and the first Ich.Iv of dismay 
in my in ether's face passes, as she 
realizes the very delicate situation, 
and she pats my hair-ribbons and 
says "Thai's a n.ee little girl," and 
s«i my first white He is forgiven. 

At nine. I discovered there was a 
real Ih-sh ami Mood Santa Clans, am. 
buried a Met chicken in the ground 
with just hi- head mil. and fed and 
watered him every hour m see if he 
w.udd gmw any faster. I detested 
the hot country church, where I was 
spending the summer with my Aunt, 
sn 1 eNmlK'd up in a cherry tree and 
stayed all day while, instead .if 
dinrch going, over fifty people looked 
for me in and alimg the swift-flowing 
river filled with lugs, and I was voted 
n "perfect nuisance" and nick-named 
"■* *>"P>y'" «hen found or rather be- 
trayed hy in? bright red calico dress* 
up in the cherry tree, 

J began keeping a diary at ten, and 
do so yet. and in my diary I decided 
tn he an actress, or have consumption 
and die. I did tint care which, hut 
cough as bard as t could, T .couldn't 
die. so I began to act. and the base- 
met it of our house was turned into 
a theatre with tin can caudle lights', 
and pins for admission. Here 1 in- 
sisted on playing all the 1 leading 
parts, and incidentally took several 
prizes for elocution at public school 
as a result of the nrncticc. 

At thirteen I graduated from pub- 
lic school and was. sent away to a

convent. I attended two schools be- 
tween the ages of thirteen and eight' 
eeu, and became very sentimental 
and tragic. I read "Caniillc" and 
"Under Two Flags" under die bed, 
of the hoarding school which followed 
Convent, and emerged full of ideals, 
and dreams, with mitohl energy, at 
eighteen years of age. 

While visiting in Virginia 1 read 
of Mrs. WheatcroiYs dramatic sehool. 
I tried to interest relatives in the 
project, hut it meant one thousand 
dollars for a year's study, and I met 
a .stone wall opposition, so without 
consulting anyone hut an uncle who 
gave me a pass to N'ew York and 
ten dollars I arrived in New York 
with summer clothe* on in Septem- 
ber. 1 obtained an interview with 
Mrs. Wheatcroft, and passed the ex- 
amination. Through the kindness of 
some cousins living in New York I 
stayed with them, and after school 
hours made myself generally useful. 
J had arranged to pay my tuition out 
of my first salary, hut won the 
scholarship at the end of the season, 
which was. worth a year's salary, and 
was engaged from the school after a 
matinee hy Daniel Fmluuaii to sup- 
port James K. I lackett as leading 
woman on his first starring tour. 1 
remained with the Frohmaiis for 
some years, and played continuously 
until 1805. when having saved twelve 
honored dollars, I sailed for Europe 
in search nf adventure. I toured 
England in the provinces and played 
on the Halls, and then secured a 
London engagement. T stayed in 
Europe nearly two years, and arrived 
borne with twenty cents, having seen 
most of civilized Europe. In lOoR 
I went on my last professional trip 
nr tour. It was as "Relit" in the 



"Travelling Salesman." I was taken 
ill way out West, and left behind in 
a small town, and when able re- 
turned to New York, convinced that 
life owed mc something more than 
hard travel and a trunk existence. 
and so after trying to be a courier, 
and drawing-room entertainer, [ 
thought of pictures: applied at five 
studios by letter, and came to Edison 
first- I have been there ever since, 
and from here I hone to go into pri- 
vate life, for I have almost attained 
my goal; ris., a tiny permanent in- 
come, every penny I have earned 
myself, and while 1 shall always be 
fond of the foot-lights, I shall enjoy 
living where and as t like, and not 
being subject to any routine, although 
it may he that after a nice holiday, 
I shall count it a pleasure and not 
work to be again in the nicest of all 
professions for a woman, Min-ing 
Pictures. 



Will Not Foist Sermon on 
Public 

George K. Spoor, president uf 
Kssanay, in commenting OH sermon- 
izing hints stated : 

While Essanay has just produced 
a photo-play that carries a great 
moral value, "The Blindness of Vir- 
tue*" Essanay has never had and 
never will try to foist a sermon on 
the public whether they want il or 
not. 

I lake il that the first mission of 
a photo-play is to entertain It must 
fail in its mission if it does not 
entertain. The public never will 
Hand for a play that tries to teach 
a moral lesson, however important, 
if the subject is not presented in an 
interesting manner. 

Of course the photo-play must be 
clean, wholesome and uplifting in 
sentiment. Hut if you have all these 
primary facts in a play and besides 
tins a moral that points out a great 
fundamental truth iu life, you have 
a combination that grins the spectator 
as no other play can do. 

There is a basic love of truth and 
justice in every one. even m the per- 
son who himself is not above re- 
proach, that responds to a great 
teaching, if presented iu a fascinating 
manner. This is dearly seen if you 
git to a theatre where the mellowest 
kind of a melodrama is being shown. 
The crowd instinctively is carried 
away with the hero and will hate 
the villain. 

In "The Blindness of Virtue" it 
was the aim of Essanay to make a 
fascinating photo-play, not to preach 
a sermon. In the play of Cosmo 
Hamilton, however, there is a great 
moral, It is not pushed forward ; 
it is not emphasized. It is allowed 
to take care of itself and unfold 
naturally as the story develops. 
There are no dogmatic theories 
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offered : (here are no conclusions 
drawn. The public is thoroughly 
enpetcnt to draw its own con- 
elusions. It seers and analyses and 
comes to its own conclusions. The 
public as a whole knows what is 
Miifc ami wr< iig. ami In a play of 
this character inev i tabby d raws the 
correct inference, without the pro- 



ducer trying dogmatically to foist it 
an them. 

Moral plays of this character will 
always have a place in photo-plai 
production and a large place, But 
the purely sermonizing play, that 
sermonizes for the sake of dogma, 
and forgets the entertaining part, 
will never find a very large following:. 



Horsley Allied with Mutual, Cancels His Contract 

for General Film Release. Will Produce New 

Type of Animal Pictures, also Comedies 

and Masterpictures. 



I!y far die most important event 
in Blmdom in months is the arrange- 
ment, just completed, whereby David 
Horsley hecomes allied with the 
Mutual Film Corporation to release 
En's entire output through litem. 

At the same time this agreement 
was signed Mr. Horsley cancelled the 
contract hy which, for the past seven 
months, he released the MinA (Made 
in America) brand of comedies 
through the vleucral Film Program. 
The last release on the (iencrai Film 
of the MinA comedies according to 
the cancellation will tie on Aug. utb. 
Mr. Horsley 's contract with the 
M ;. mmiI calls for the release of a 
single-reel comedy each Friday, he- 
ginning about the middle of August; 
of a two-reel animal picture, featur- 
ing the Rostock animals, each Satur- 
day, Ik-ginning early in September, 
and a Mutual master-picture of four 
reels every five weeks. 

The acquisition of Mr. Horsley 
brings to the Mutual a success ful 
mot ion -picture producer of many 
years' standing who, besides his ex- 
perience, possesses unequalled facili- 
ties fur picture making, through 
which many uriginal and attractive 
productions ate sure to result 

David Ib.rsk.y b at the head of 
the Centaur Film Company. Bajontte, 
\. J., the largest film manufactory 
111 the East, where every ihing that 
Kins into the making of pictures, 
1 xecpi raw slock, is made. The 
Ihir-hy plant in Los Angeles is an- 
nttwr of his possessions. This plant 
hi one of the largest on the Coast. 
covering five acres of space, and 
equipped with remarkably contrived 
facilities for taking pictures. 

Mr Hitr-dey owns the Bnt-tock 
Arena ami Jungle, consisting "f fine 
hundred and twenty-five animal per- 
former* of various species, famed as 
the largest and most magnificent in- 
dividuatly-owiicd group of perform- 
ing Beasts in the world. This collec- 
tion be Imiighi last fall for the ex- 
press purpose of presenting them in 
motion pictures under the MinA 
banner, but with bis alliance with 
the Mutual the films in which they 
iippcar \wll be oWaanaWe only through 
the Mutual offices.. These ani1u.1l 
subjects will bring out a Uewly con- 
ceived type of motion picture*. Up 
tO ibis time in animal pictures the 
animals were a mere incidental quan- 
tity, but in the Horsley pictures the 
order will he reversed and the train- 
ers anil human actors will be super- 
numeraries to the quadrupeds. 

When Mr. Horsley acquired lite 
Bostock animals he retained all of 
the original Eostock trainers, in- 
cluding Captain Jack Ronavita, and 
under their direction the animals have 
I wen undergoing rehearsals for the 
last six months. They have now at- 
tained a state of perfection in feats 
that are tint only unusual, hut daring 
and thrilling in the extreme The 
Stories will center about the animal*;, 
and the different species of the ag- 
gregation will play different rotes. 

The animals will he finned in what 
is called the animal arena, a specially 
devised stage of immense propor- 
tions, surrounded by settings that 

make for the character of the natural 
haunts of the animals being used in 
the pictures, This arena is the ar- 



rangement of Mr. I lorsley and is 
a unique idea in motion-picture studio 
construction. 

While the anioial pictures are be- 
ing made in this arena, the Los 
Angeles plant has also a studio stage, 
snilrkiently large to accommodate six 
companies at one time. Here the 
Horsley cotnedics will he made. 

The Mutual Master- Pictures will 
be produced at the Centaur studios 
111 Hayonne. These features will 
presenl prominent stars in produc- 
tions of compiling interest. 

Another feature worthy of note is 
that Mr. Horsley will use his latest 
invention, the Horsley double ex- 
posure camera in his product inns 
going through the Mutual. It is pos- 
sible to make two exposures at one 
time on (he same negative with this 
camera, and by its use many startling 
and mystifying photographic illusions 
are obtainable. 

The brand names for the different 
I iorsley productions have not yet 
been selected but that information 
may he expected very shortly. 



Fred Jackson to Write 
for Pathe 

Pathe has contracted with Fred 
Jackson, author of the New York 
dramatic success "A Full House," to 
write a series of twelve stories called 
""The Younger Sons." which will he 
prt into feature films of four or five 
reels each. This is in accordance 
with the Pathe policy of securing 
the highest priced and best known 
authors for the writing of scenarios. 

"The lounger Sons," will he full 
of stirring adventure and relate the 
experiences of the memuers of an 
English cluh called by that name, all 
of whom are the younger sons of 
Knglish noblemen, and who by reason 
of a strange agreement must seek 
adventure where it may he found. 
Such stories should provide a mine

Wild Beasts Pictures Produced 

By SEL1G 



Few anil far between arc the chil- 
dren of today, or the grownups, who 
have not experienced the delight of 
seeing thrilling wild animal produc- 
tions on the motion picture screen. 
Some years ago wild animals could 
he viewed in their cages in a circus 
and the imagination could bring one 
to believe what would happen if they 
were to be encountered in a jungle. 
Then. too. fiction writers used them 
occasionally, hut still the imagina- 
tion was taxed to visualize their 
actions. Now. hy means of the 
marvel of 1 he t weni ieth century — . 
motion picture* — they are seen be- 
fore the eyes of those who formerly 
pictured to themselves their actions. 

The Selig Polyscope Company was 
the pioneer concern to utilize wild 
animals in mm ion pictures. Mr. 
William \\ Selig appreciated the fact 
that wild be&Btft, when taking an ac- 
tive part It) realistic dramas, would 
hold tlic interest of lioth young and 
old and he also felt that the presen- 
tation of these creatures nf the wild 
in their jungle surroundings would 
prove to be of gn-at educational 
value. His ideas base proven to be 
correct, for it was only recently that 
a noted educator, after a visit lo the 
Selig Jungle-Zoo. near Los Angeles, 
Cal., said "School teachers should 
present a testimonial of thanks to 
Mr. Selig for presenting to the public 
films showing the fverformances of 
wild animals. That these pictures 
are wonderful educators stands to 
reason. Children, even more than 
their ciders, are interested in wild 
beasts, and it naturallv follows that 
i hey become interested in the coun- 
tries they come from. Thus they are 
willing to work with enthusiasm on 
the studies of geography and natural 
history." 

His words express (he feeling of 
countless others and those who dailv 
work in these pictures, as well as 
Mr. Sdig himself, fee! that thev are 
doing something that is helping the 



world gain knowledge. There are 
many risks attached to (he taking of 
these films, but the skill and care 
exercised in handling the animals is 
sirch dial only a few minor accidents 
have happened since the first picture 
of this kind was filmed, about three 
and one-half years ago. Katblyn 
Williams, the celebrated Selig star, 
in speaking of the handling of the 
animals recently said, "It i* gratitude 
for die kindness of handling, not fear 
■ if punishment, elint impels the wild 
creatures to perform as desired in 
motion picture dramas. It is an 
understanding between actors and 
actresses and animals, atso, that doei 
away with any existing fear on Ihe 
pan of the players.

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Pavlowa on the Screen

PROBABLY not one in fifty of 
present day photo- playgoers 
comprehend the significance of 
the great Pavlowa V forthcoming ad- 
vent in the realm of the silent drama. 

To tile majority she is known as a 
classical dancer whose art may be 
enjoyed only by the- wealthy who pay 
five dollars with alacrity for the 
privilege of silling entranced at an 
exhibition of choreography which 
would he wholly "over the heads'* of 
ih at tremendous public which flocks 
to the hVmlMFMftl of "ncightxirhooq'" 
theatres day and night. 

This viewpoint is greatly due to 
the indifference with which fanioi:s 
dancers in the past have been re- 
ceived. Perhaps it is Just as well 
thai the ninety per cent, of mankind 
who have never l>eeri held spell- 
hnnufl through the art of Pavlowa 
should liken her to the "phenoms" in 
the field of terpsichorean endeavor. 

Bui when (lie awakening docs 
come with the Pavlowa's bid for 
conquest at her screen debut, the new 
ptiblic to whom she is hut a world's 
celebrity, will witness a triumph 
which will echo the world over. 
For. though Pavlowa stands abso- 
lutely alone as an exponent of classi- 
cal dancing. sbc will conic to the 
screen as an actress of the same 
grade as Riston anil Dtise with the 
added gift which so Tew great play- 
ers possess, namely a complete mys- 
tery of (he art of pantomime. 

Xu one dreamed that Pavlowa 
would capitulate t" ihc camera man 
— at least not in this decade. Ex- 
cepting Caruso, the famous Russian 
artiste, is the only individual star 
who could fill the Metropolitan 
Opera House at five dollars a seal. 
Pottrtcen times in nnc season Pav- 
lnwa sold out the big auditorium, and 
in this day she is the only attraction 
to test the capacity of the Century 
Opera House, hi Chicago at the hip 
auditorium, Pavlowa drew $8*500 at a 

matinee, and twice in Los Angeles 
the sale of seats had to be stopped 
liv the fire department. The spec- 
tacle of hundreds of women, stand- 
ing in line for hours in the effort to 
pay fabulous prices for seats is so 
common on the Pavlowa tours (lint 
people are asking what goal could 
possibly induce her to change her 
artistic environment. 

When deliberately asked tn ex- 
plain her motives in making so rev- 
olutionary a change in her unex- 
ampled career, this is what Pavlowa 
answered : 

"At best I can appear even in 
America in only a score of the Met- 
ropolitan cities, aside from Loudon. 
Paris and a few great continental 
cities t have never appeared at all, 
In these and oilier war-stricken na- 
tion*, including my own country, I 
am tillable to face the public in the 
tk-sh under [he appalling conditions 
now existent, hence in the light of 
the Clod given new art which enables 
one to leave records of her artistry 
for all tune. The great moment to 
embrace this ennobling art is when 
one's career is in its xemlh. It was 
the goal of these perpetual film rec- 
ords and what they would mean 
when God forbid, mv gifts are less 
than now. that determined me to 
barken to Ihc call, and T am con- 
vinced, after some days in ihis 
amazing new environment (hat my 
art will he immeasurably enhancer!. 
Tndy 1 hope to increase my vogue 
with the ntiblic tenfold, while those 
who have admired me on the stage 
will marvel at the grandeur of this 
spectacle which a new science has 
made possible,"
